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THE MUSCOVITE ADVANCE 


A CLEAR INVASION OF AFGHAN 
TERRITORY. 
iOPES OF PEACE DISPELLED BY THE SEIZ- 
URE OF MARUCHAK—THE CZAR SENDS 
AN ULTIMATUM TO ENGLAND. 

Brvussers, April 23.—A dispatch to the 
Indépendance Beige from St. Petersburg says: 
* After the council yesterday, at which M. de 
Giers’s proposals to adopt conciliatory measures 
toward England were rejected. M. de Giers 
tendered his resignation as Foreign Minister, 
but the Czar refused to accept it at the 
present crisis. On the arrival of the news 
of the Russian defeat in Afghanistan, the Czar 
sent a courier dispatch to England in the nature 
of an ultimatum and signed an order for the 
mobilization of the forces. The Imperial Bank 
has been ordered to provide the Government 
with 20,000,000 rubles.” 

Lonpon, April 30.—The Post this morn- 
ing says it thinks the time has come for the 
diplomatist to stand aside, and that England, if 
she wishes to guard her own interests besides 
fulfilling her duties to the Ameer, must have re- 
course to the sword. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from St. Peters- 
burg confirms the statements of the Indépendance 
Belye that in a recent engagement with the 
Afghans the Russians were defeated with heavy 
loss. The News says: “If the Ameer refuses tu 
yield Maruchak we are bound to help him repel 
Russian aggression and occupation.” The News 
also suggests that it is a serious question 
whether there is any use of continuing the ne- 
gotiations with Russia. 

The Government has asked Russia to explain 
the advance of Russian troops on Maruchak. 
Mr. Gladstone will probably make a statement 
in the House of Commons to-night in regard to 
the matter. The Government is in constant 
communication with Persia regarding her pres- 
ent relations with Russia. 

A dispatch to the Times from Tirpul dated 
April 27. says: ‘“* Large Russian reinforcements 
are coming from the Caspian, but the 
mumber of trosps east ef the Caspian 
is exaggerated. The Russians doubtless 
intend to make a dash to Herat. The statement 
that the Afghans attacked the Russians at 
Zulikar is untrue. The people of Penjdeh 
were quiet and industrious. The Russian 
troops are close to Ak-Tapa. The commanders 
have occupied the Governors’ tents and issued 
edicts as Governors. They have also forci- 
bly demanded the surrender of all 
presents given the Afghans’ by Sir 
Peter Lumsden. It is generally believed here 

that war now, although it would give 
Russia a few successes against the Af- 
ghans, would result in the breaking up 
of the Russian Empire, while by waiting 
@ year or two, when Russia will have completed 
her railways, the issue would be uncertain. The 
firm attitude of England excites warm devotion 
here.” 

Lonpon, April 29.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under 
Foreign Secretary, read a telegram from Sir 
Peter Lumsden dated at Tirpul, April 23. This 
telegram mentions that the Governor of Herat 
had received a report that the Russian troops 
had advanced upon Maruchak. Lord Edmund 
also said that Gen. Lumsden himself, in a tele- 
grim of April 25, incidentally speaks of the re- 
pent occupation of Maruchak by tne Russians. 

The Standard, referring to the occupation of 
Maruchak by the Russians, says: ** There can be 
no question of Afghan provocation in this in- 
ptance. The eccupation of Maruchak stands 
put broadly and undisguisedly as a clear inva- 
fion of the territory of Afghanistan without 
even the pretense.of military necessity. Assum- 
ing that the newsof the occupation of Maruchak 
is correct, there is little room for doubt that it 
can be considered anything eise than a deliber- 
ate act of aggression. And this act of aggres- 
sion has the appearance of being especially 
chosen in order that there may be no possibility 
ot further mistake. It is a deliberate breach of 
a solemn covenant—a flagrant violation of Rus- 
Bia’s promises and assurances.” 

A dispatch from Tirpul states that Gen. Kom- 
aroff, having written an open letter to the Af- 
ghans in which be expressed surprise at their 
conduct in forcing him to wage a battle against 
them, the Afghans have become indignant at 
what they term the Russian commander’s im- 
pudence, and are becoming more cordial toward 
the British. It is stated, however, that the pop- 
ulace of Herat appear to be just as well inclined 
toward Russia as toward England, and the ques- 
tion as to which power the Heratians would 
lend tneir assistance in the event of war is de- 
clared to be at present one of absviute doubt. : 

A Rawalpindi letter states that the Ameer of 
Afghanistan regards the Russians as enemies 
anxious to seize Herat, the whole of Afghan- 
Turkestan, and Badakshed, and therefore looks 
to England apparently in all sincerity to aid him 
in repelling Russia. 

The Russian advance south of Penjdeh and 
occupation of Maruchak are regarded in Parlia- 
mentary circles as dispelliug the last hopes of 
peace and as the precursor of a Russian attack 
upon Herat, 

In Ministerial circles the Russian advance to 
Maruchat is not considered as altering the 
diplomatic position. No action will* be taken 
until M. de Giers responds to Earl Granvilie’s 
demand for an arbitration inquiry. It is ex- 

ected that M. de Giers’s reply will not reach the 

ussian Embassy here before Monday, and that 


it wil be a refusal to accede to Eari Granville’s - 


demand, accompanied by counter-proposals. A 
semi-official communication received through 
the Russian Embassy explains that Maruchak is 
part of the oasis of Penjdeh, within the line of 
trontier claimed by Kussia, and no fortress of 
the Afghans. It was mace a Russian outpost a 
week after the battie of Penjdeh. 

Russian papers publish a pretended proclama- 
tion of the Ameer, issued from Jamrood, deciar- 
ing that if war isforced on the Afghans they 
will rise asa single man to repulse the invaders, 
**but as between England and Russia, if left to 
our own independence, I will protect peace be- 
tween these two States and cling to neither.” 
The aim of the publication is to show that Rus- 
gia desires to protect the neutrality of Afghan- 
istan. 

It is reported that Baron de Staal, in an inter- 
View with Earl Granville, stated that the ad- 
vance of the English toward Candahar would 
be the signal for the Russian ges egy of 
Herat. Russia, he said, would not admit the 
rignt of England to form a protectorate over 
Afghanistan, and would insist upor that coun- 
try remaining veutral. 

In Court and diplomatic circles the opinion ex- 
pressed to-day is that affairs have a much more 
pacific aspect. It is reported that the leading 
financial houses are operating with a view to a 
rise in Russian stocks. The Czar, it is declared, 
desires to maintain the frontier now held, but is 
disposed to accede to the decision of a joint 
commission. An inquiry will be made into the 
cause of the Penjdeh conflict. The recall of 
Baron de Staal is imminent. M. de Giers is dis- 
Butisfied with the conduct of the negotiations 
‘between England and Russia.

A dispatch from St. Petersburg, dated yester- 
day. statcs that it is believed there that the text 
ot the British proposa! concerning the suggested 
mixed tribunal to examine into and report upon 
the discrepancies between the reports of Gen. 
Komaroff and Sir Peter Lumsden concerning the 
battie of Penjdeh did not reach St. Petersburg 
until yesterday, and that, therefore, no Russian 
reply had been yet sent to London. 


It is stated that the Government has received 
an important memorandum from Lord Dufferin, 
Viceror of India, upon the views of the Indian 
Government and upon the action of Russia since 
the a of the existing controversy over 
ne definitive boundary of Russia and Afghan- 

stan. 

The speech of Mr. Gladstone in the House of 
Commons on Monday evening was received with 
profound interest throuchout Europe, and was 
published in full in all newspapers. It has dis- 
pelled any idea that may have bcen entertained 
that England will ‘make concessions to Russia. 
The general cpinion of the press is that the 
speech makes war certain. The newspapers are 
filled with discussions of the probable alliances 
the respective beliigerents may form in the 
event of war not being confined to Asia but 
being extended into Europe, 

The Zimes, in a review of the recent actions of 
Russia, says that the spirit thus revealed leaves 
little hope that England's last overtures will re- 
ceive a satistactory reply. A retusal to treat 
upon that basis will invoivea diplomatic rupt- 
ure, which is but little removed from act- 
ual war. , 

Sir Charles Dilke, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, presided at a meeting of the 
Middiesex Liberal Assoviation to-day. He urged 
the Liberals to prepare tor the coming elections 
gud to fight for every seat. Regarding foreign 
guestions he said no Libera) need be afraid of 
the justice of England's cause after the clear 
case Mr. Gladstone presented on Monday. He 
believed the Liberals were as united on foreign 
as on home affairs, and retained fu!! confidence 
in the Government, 

The Conservative leaders in Parliament pro- 
pose to move jora vote of censure.of the Gov- 
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ernment, owing to their abandonment of the 
Quetta railway in 1881, 

It was during the meeting at Rawalpindi that 
the Ameer told Earl Dufferin that though he re- 
garded the en of Penjdeh as of little 
consequence, yet he attached the greatest impor- 
tance tothe retention of Maruchak, which is 
half way between Penjdeh and Bala Murghab. 
Once the Russians gain that point they will be 
able to threaten Balkh and cut off communica- 
tion with Cabul. The jatest Russian advance is 
expected to bring the question to a crisis. The 
current opinion is that Russia is really pre- 
paring for war much more rapidly than 
she appeara to be, the Russian papers be- 
ing warned to secrecy. It is reported that 
the Kban of Boxkhara earnestly warned the 
Ameer not to neglect Cabul and Balkh while 
taking steps to protect Herat, as the Russian 
army was massing in Turkestan near Samarcand 
with the intention of marching on Balkh and 
proclaiming Ayoub Khan Ameer while the 
Afghan army was engaged at Herat. His letter 
to the Ameer concludes: **I know for certain 
that the Russians intend not to march beyond 
Herat, but will cut off your line of retreat to 
Cabul and England’s line of retreat to Kanda- 
har.” 

St. Petersburg advices state that, despite the 
fact that most of the rumors prevalent are war- 
like, the authorities evidently wish the idea en- 
couraged that peace is still probable. 

The Right Hon. Hugh C, Childers, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in presenting the budget to- 
day reported an increase of 3d. in the income 
tax and an inorease of the duty on tea and beer. 

The Admiralty is negotiating for the purchase 
of 12 of the best available steamers to be con- 
verted into gunboats, 


St. PETERSBURG, April 29.—M. de Giers, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Sir Edward 
Thornton, the British Minister, attended a 
soirée at the German Embassy last evening. 

The Novoe Vremya, acting, itis believed, under 
imperial inspiration, bas attracted attention by 
publishing an article with the head line **On 
the Eve of War.”’ This article declares that 
* Russia, in the event of war, will settle matters 
_— England in India, and not in Afghanistan 
alone. 

Five steamships have been purchased in the 
United States by Russia and are to be used as 
cruisers. The Czar has signed orders for the 
equipment of the whole Russian fleet. The 
Russian Minister of Marine nas completed an in- 
spection of the forts at Cronstadt. 

The Czar has sent an ultimatum to Great 
Britain demanding that the latter shall accept 
Russia's proposed boundary line between Turk- 
estan and Afghanistan. If Great Britain re- 
fuses to accept this boundary Russia will pro- 
ceed to occupy Herat. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 29.—All the pow- 
ers have, through their representatives, verbally 
urged Turkey to maintain a state of neutrality 
in the event of war between England and Rus- 
sia. M. Nelidoff, the Russian Ambassador, has 
had a special audience with the Sultan. In this 
the Russian statesman insisted that it was abso- 
lutely necessary tor the Porte to maintain a 
strict neutrality. 

German officers are at present engaged in in- 
specting the forts alone the Dardanelles. The 
Porte is rapidly erecting fresh defensive works 
onthe Bosphorus. The Sultan has ordered the 
heights of Therapia to be fortified. Turkish 
agents have been sent abroad to purchase tor- 
pedo boats on the Sultan’s account. 

The Porte on Sunday last telegraphed a re- 

uest to Prince Bismarck for his opinion upen 
the Anglo-Russian situation and the attitude 
proper for Turkey to assume toward those 
powers if they go to war. It is stated that the 
German Chancellor promptly responded to this 
request, but the nature of his response has not 
yet been made public. It is known, nowever, 
that the Turkish Ministers held a special meeting 
yesterday to consider Prince Bismarck’s reply. 

HeEstnGFors, April 29.—The Dagblad 
thinks that Russia has little power to hurt Eng- 
jand seriously upon the sea, and says four Rus- 
sian fortresses on the Baltic will require assist- 
ance and that any engagement with the 
English fleet in the open sea is out of 
the question. The Novoe Vremaya, of S8t. 
Petersburg, is annoyed at the statement 
of the Dagblad and tries to lessen 
the effect of its article. In referring to Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech in the House of Commons 
the Novoe Vremya says Russia cannot agree to 
an ingniry into the Penjdenh affair. 


MesHeEpD, April 29.—Advices from Tirpul 
of April23 says: * Atan interview on March 28 
the Russian commander informed Capt. Yate 
that the fact that Gen. Komaroff affirmed that 
Pul-i-Khisti was Russian territory ought to be 
sufficient. Capt. Yate pointed out what he 
termed the absurdity of the pretension, the 
Afghans being already in possession of the place. 
“Before the battle the Russians Gated their letters 
Pul-i-Khisti.” 


AMSTERDAM, April 29.—The Handelsblad 
says: “In an interview to-day Prince Mirski, 
aide-de-camp to the Czar, stated that Russia was 
unable to respect an imaginary frontier traced 
by nomadic tribes, but desired a frontier with 
geographical and ethnographical bases."’ 

BERLIN, April 29.—France, Germany, and 
Austria bave been discussing a project tor the 
formation of a neutral league, and have invited 
Italy and Turkey to join them: but neither of 
the latter powers hus as yet given a decided 
reply. 

CoPpENHAGEN, April 29.—Sweden and Nor- 
way are aretag upon Denmark the expediency 
of uniting with them in the issue of a prociama- 
tion in the event of war declaring a strict neu- 
trality. 

Opessa, April 29.—The Russian reserves 
are mobilizing. All business transactions now 
being entered into here are undertaken subject 
to heavy war risks. 

The Russian Government has ordered the 
Southwestern Railway to prepare several hun- 
dred railway carriages and have them ready at 
as early a moment as possible for the purpose of 
conveying troops, 

It is reported here that the newspapers pub- 
lished within the Russian Empire have been for- 
bidden to print anything in reference to current 
events in Central Asia. 

TiFruis, April 29.—Orders have been given 
to hasten the completion of the military hos- 
pitais being erected within this place and Baku. 

ALLAHABAD, Jndia, April 29.—Supplies 
are reaching Sir Peter Lumsden slowly and in 
smali quantities. 


EVENTS IN EGYPT. 

Lonpon, April 29.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Cairo confirms the report published in the 
Journal des Débats of Paris that the Bosphore 
Eguptien affair has been settled. 

Cargo, April 29.—There is reason to be- 
lieve that the Bosphore Egyptien wiil not reap- 
pear for some time at ieast, despite the resump- 
tion of friendly relations between France and 
Egypt resulting from the latter’s satisfactory 


apology for the seizure and suppression of the 
paper. The terms of the settiement agreed 
upon between M.de Freycinet and the Khédive 
provide for a revision of the mode of executing 
the laws respecting the press in Egypt. The 
other conditions are the same as those described 
in yesterday’s dispatches. 

Lord Wolseley left here to-day for Suakin. He 
is expected to return in a fortnight. 


DEPRESSED STOCK MARKETS. 

LonpDoN, April 29.—The stock market to- 
day was depressed owing to the Russian occupa- 
tion of Maruchak and advices from Paris that 
the Bourse there was panicky, and that heavy 
failures were expected at the coming monthly 
settlement. There were no failures at the Lon- 
don settlement. 

Paris, April 29.—The Bourse was very 
much agitated to-day on unfavorable news from 
London, and a number of torced gales. occurred 
in connection with the monthly settlement. The 
closing prices, however, were not quite the worst 
of theday. Ottoman Bank shares were 16)4f. 


lower, Suez Canal, shares 224f. lower, and 
Panama Canal shares 10!. lower.

EFFORTS TO HAVE SHERIDAN’S 
ORDERS COUNTERMANDED, 
THE STORY OF A QUARREL BETWEEN THE 
GENERAL AND SECRETARY ENDICOTT 

EMPHATICALLY DENIED. 

WasHiIneToN, April 29.—A story affect- 
ing Gen. Sheridan and Secretary of War Endi- 
cott got into the papers of this city last night 
and was afterward sent to the country wrong 
end foremost. The Second Artillery does not 
want to change its station. Gen. Sheridan has 
ordered a change. Efforts have been made un- 
successfully to secure a change of the or- 
ders removing the Second Artillery to the 
Gulf station. In conseauence of this failure 
to overturn Gen. Sheridan's order, somebody, 
possibly not connected with the Second Artil- 
lery, concocted the alarming story that Secre- 
tary Endicott had discovered Gen. Sheridan in 
an attempt to subvert the authority of the Sec- 
retary of War, and that as soon as the Secretary 
of War returned to Washington he would in- 
duce the President to issue an order prescribing 
the limits of the authority of the Lieutenant- 
General, so that there would be no further con- 
flicts of authority. Secretary Endicott has con- 
tradicted the story from Boston, and Gen. Sheri- 
dan, in his usual frank and direct way, says: 
“It is an absurd lie.” 

There is no necessity for the President to de- 
fine Gen. Sheridan’s authority. He has no power 
to prescribe it,as military men understand it. 
Articie XV., paragraph 129, of the Army Regula- 
tions says: “ The military establisnment is under 
the orders of the General of the Army in all that 
pertains to its discipline and military control.” 
It has been customary to change the different 
regiments of troops from time to time from one 
“tour” or station to another for the benefit of 
the troops and the service. In 1872, bv order of 
Gen. Sherman, the Second Artillery was ordered 
to the station it now occupies, For 18 years it 
has held on to it. It has not been suggested yet 
that political and social influences have kept 
it here until it has become so firmly rooted that 
it could not be transplanted. Five companies, 
with their complement of officers, are stationed 
here in Washington, the officers being well 
known in social circles. Three companies are at 
Fort McHenry, and their officers are at home in 
Baltimore. One company is at Fort Monroe, 
and is said to be extremely comfortable at that 
popular resort. There is one company at New- 
port Barracks, Kentucky, and another at Little 
tock, Ark. The twelfth company is a light 
battery, stationed at Leavenworth, Kan., and 
this one is not to be moved. All the rest 
are to go to the Gulf stations, now occupied 
by the Third Artillery. One company is now at 
Fort Monroe. Three companies are at Fort Bar- 
rancas, Pensacola: one company is at Little 
Rock, Ark.; two companies are at St. Francis 
Barracks, St. Augustine; at Jackson, La., and 
Mount Vernon, Ala., there are two companies 
each. There isa light battery at San Antonio, 
Texas. All of these companies, except the light 
battery, will come North and take new places. 
The order for the transfer was made April 9, some 
time before Secretary Endicott left for Boston. 
Gen. Sheridan did not select the month of 
April for the change 
garded that as the most comfortable time 
of the year in which to make the 
change. Congress appropriates a certain sum of 
money for this and other purposes, which must 
be made to last througn the fiscal year ending 
in June. To use itearly in the year, or even in 
the middle of the year, might be hazardous, for 
an emergency misht arise. requiring that the 
whole army be transported to a distant point at 
great expense. There is enough left of the fund 
out of which the expense of the change of the 
Second and Third Artilleries is to be paid, and as 
the change is a desirable one for the Third 
Artillery, which has beenin the South for six 
years, it was ordered. The order will probably 
be carried out. 

A “startling rumor,” as it is called, is pub- 
lished to-night that Gen. Sheridan is to be dis- 
placed by Gen. Hancock, and that the head- 

uarters of the army are to be removed to 
chicago. Army oflicers do not see how this is to 
be done. Itis more than half suspected that 
this absurd “ startling rumor” had its origin in 
the social circle which is averse to the disposi- 
tion of the troops as ordered by Gen. Sheridan, 
and that u faint hope exists somewhere that it 
will be possibie to undo all that has been done 
by substituting Gen. Hancock for Gen. Sheridan. 

EERE AIDE 

TRYING TO DISPLACE GEN. DUMONT. 

The National Republican has a candi- 
date for Supervising Inspector-General of Steam 
Vessels in a Southern gentleman, who is com- 
mended by the States of New-Orleans. It quotes 
the States to-day as saying that “if Capt. Gould 
is chosen no man can gainsay it but what he 
will put a stop to all bargains and sales of 
patentees having their claptraps forced on the 
steamboat community at large. The writer 
of the Republican paragraph vouches per- 
sonaliy for his candidate. A gentleman 
who knows something about the Supervising 
Inspector-General’s office, says that if Capt. 
Gould gets in and he takes ali the “claptraps” 
and * bargains” that one of the proprietors of 
the Republican has tried to foist upon the in- 
spection*service, the steamboat men will be at 
an expense of something like $1,000,000 in. the 
first year of Capt. Gould’s management. None 
of these “claptraps” have been accepted by 
Gen. Dumont, who is not personally popular, 
therefore, with the Republican advocates of a 
change in this office.

FOR THE MURDER OF HIS FATHER. 

SPARTANBURG, 8S. C., April 29.—On Dec. 
22, 1880, a farmer of Springdale, Lafayette Coun- 
ty, Miss., was waylaid and shot through the side. 
He managed to reach home and lived about 
three days. In his ante-mortem statement he 
charged the crime on his son, Isaac Newton 
Goodwin. He stated that after he was shot his 
son came up and tried to brain him. The son 
was arrested for murder, but in the face of this 
evidence was discharged by the magistrate. He 
immediately fled and went to Texas. His wife 
followed him, but was forced by his il! treat- 
ment to return to her father. She subsequently 
obtained a divorce. About two years ago Good- 
win came to this county and lived with relatives 
under the assumed name of Milton Goodwin. 
Last October he married Miss Emma Ezell. . His 
whereabouts became known tothe officials of 
Lafayette County and he was surprised at his 
house, captured, and is now in jail awaiting 
requisition papers. The chain of evidence 
against Goodwin is strong, but he is confident of 
acquittal. He will go to immediate trial.

A GREAT DAY FOR CHICAGO.

DEDICATION OF THE BOARD OF TRADE EX~ 
CHANGE, . 

CurcaGco, April 29.—While the grain and 
provision Exchanges of New-York, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, Dulutb, and at other points were 
being turned upside down by the news of possi- 
ble war and by sensational advances in 
prices, the great Board of Trade at 
Chicago was altogether devoted to festivi- 
ties, the occasion being the dedication of 
the new Exchange, located on Van Buren-street, 
at the head of Lasalle-street. The floor of the 
new building was completely filled long before 
the advertised time of the opening. Prominent 
citizens, delegates from every Board of Trade 
and Exchange in the country, were present. 
Laudatory remarks regarding the public enter- 
prise of Chicago which enabled it to build 
such a place for trade were heard on 
every hand. The exercises were opened at 
10:30 o’clock by a brief address by President 
Blake. After devotional exercises, conducted 
by the Rev. Clinton Locke, John R. Bensley, on 
behalt of the Board of Real Estate Managers, 
turned over the keys of the building to the 


President of the board, who made a speech, 
aimed chiefly at the bucket shops and curbstone 
brokers. The oration of the day was then de- 
livered by Emery A. Storrs. Upon the 
conclusion of Mr. Storrs’s address, which oc- 
cupied one hour and fifteen minutes in delivery, 
the Hon. Edward Kemble, of the Boston Prod- 
uce Exchange and Boston Board of Trade, ex- 
tended the congratulations of the bodies he rep- 
resented upon the completion of the new struct- 
ure, and expressed his astonishment at the as- 
semblage andthe magnitude of the occasion. 
He felt somewhat at home, however, when he 
remembered that both the President and Secre- 
tary of the Chicago board were formerly active 
members of the Boston organization. 

Mr. Stanford White was called upon as a rep- 
resentative of Great Britain, and was warmly 
received. He extended the congratulations 
the Liverpool board, and said the eyents of 
the day were not only of national but of interna- 
tional interest, 

Charles B. Stone, of San Francisco, then pre- 
sented the congratulations of the Pacific slope. 

Mr. Herrick, President of the New-York Prod- 
uce Exchange, was received uproariously, and 
extended the greetings of the seaport of the 
East to the metropolis of the West. e spoke at 
some length of the enterprise and energy every- 
where shown in the Western country, and traced 
a large portion of it to the credit of the Chicago 
board. He looked forward to the time when 
merchants would be more largely represented in 
legis!ative balls, and from them would be derived 
the practical wisdom that would still further 
place this country in the xdvance of the nations 
of the earth, 

Mr. Hugh McClennan, of Montreal, responded 
in behalf of that city and the Provinces. He re- 
called the circumstance that he had stood in 
Chicago just after the great fire, and then had 
little hope that he would ever live to see the 
city rebuilt,and never dreamed that desolate 
piaces of that day would ever be covered with 
such magnificent biocks, of which the Board of 
Trade was the chief. 

Speeches of congratulation were also made by 
ex-Gov. Stannard, of St. Louis; the Hon. G. A. 
Pillsbury, of Minneapolis; Sidney D. Maxwell, 
of Cincinnati; Col. Kinney, of Nashville; Wilson 
Welsh, ot Philadelphia: George H. Baer, of 
Baltimore, and regrets were read from Henry 
Clews and several Boards of Trade whose repre- 
sentatives were not able to be present. President 
Blake then announced the close of the exercises 
and that the board would be open for business 
to-morrow morning at the usual hour. 

The new building covers a space of 173 by 160 
feet, with an office building 178 by 65 feet in the 
rear.

CHOOSING A FIGHTING PLACE. 


THE RUSSIAN CORVETTE GIVES THE BRITISH 
VESSEL THE SLIP, 

Norroux, Va,, April 29.—The Russian 
corvette Strelok, after leaving this port last 
night, passed out to sea, and has not since been 
heard from. Second Secretary Greger, of the 
Russian Legation, came to Norfolk to-day. but 
left at once for Washington when informed 
that the Strelok had departed. The British ship 


‘Garnet is still at Old Point Comfort. 


The Russian ship seems to have given ber an- 
tagonist the slip. The Garnet was close by the 
Strelok until onday, when she dropped down 
to Fortress Monroe. Last night the Russian ship 
stole quietly away and passed outside the Capes. 
Under international laws the Garnet cannot fol- 
low under 2% hoursif her purpose is to engage 
the Strelok. Now, the Strelok has a speed of 15 
knots against the Garnet’s 13 knots, and her 
guns are of much longer range than are those of 
the Garnet. If the Garnet should attempt to 
engage her she would first have to find the 
Strelok outside, and then the Strelok might 
keep just outside the range of her antagonist, 
and tyet with her superior guns play upon the 
Garnet. This gives the Russian ship a big ad- 
vantage, and although she is the smaller ship 
she would prove a formidable antagonist to the 
representative of the British lion. 





BUNKO MEN IN BUFFALO. 

BurrFra1o, April 29.—The facts of aclever 
piece of bunco steering have been made public 
to-day. Yesterday afternoon an_ elegantly 
dressed young man shook hands: warmly with 
Josiah Beardsley, real estate dealer, who resides 
at No. 107 Ellicott-street.

SEEKING SUNKEN TREASURE. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 29.—John J. Boyle, 
General Manager of the Vigo Bay Treasure 
Company, sails to-morrow for Liverpool on 
board the steamship Lord Gough. From Liver- 
pool he says he will go direct to Vigo Bay and 
resume active operations to raise the sunken 
treasure, which has lain buried beneath the 
waters of the bay since 1702. The bay is a deep 
indentation of the Spanish coast, where, in 
1702, 14 galleons, laden with doubloons, were 
sunk toavoid capture by the combined attack 
of the Dutch and English fleets. Millions of 
wealth are supposed to remain in the holds of 
these sunken vessels. Repeated attempts have 
been made to recover this treasure, but all 
have signally failed. The Vigo Bay Company 
has -a contract with the Spanish. Govern- 
ment to attempt to recover it, one-fourth 
of the proceeds to belong to the Government. 
Mr. Boyle visited the locality last year, and re- 
turned with such cheering accounts of the 
chances for raising the galleons that money has 
been raised to make this new attempt. The 
office of the Vigo Buy Treasure Company is on 
the third tioor of No. 144 South Fourth-street. 
The Directors meet occasionally in this office and

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THE GAS BILL IN DANGER

LOBBY INFLUENCE DEVELOPED IN 
THE ASSEMBLY. 
A STRANGE CHANGE OF OPINION AMONG 
COUNTRY MEMBERS AS SHOWN BY SEV- 
ERAL VOTES, 


ALBANY, April 29.—A remarkable change 
of sentiment has occurred among the members 
of the Assembly within 24 hours. Yesterday by 
&@ vote of 105 to 1 they ordered the Gas bill toa 
third reacing. To-day, when Walter Howe un- 
dertook to suspend certain rules in order to pass 
the bill, an opposition was developed of extraor- 
dinary strength. The country members es- 
pecially were loth to advance the bill, 
and some of the New-York members arrayed 
themselves with the opposition. Enough was 
brought out by the two roll calls to-day to dem- 
onstrate to the satisfaction of any impartial ob- 
server that money is being used to kill the bill. A 
great many members are under the suspicion to- 
night of having been tampered with. The lobby 
has not been discreet in its utterances, and very 
curious stories about some of the members from 
the rural districts hitherto regarded as men of 
correct morals are, repeated about the hotel 
corridors. Several of these gentlemen are credit- 
ed with having haggied over the price of their 
votes and with having insisted that unless it 
was raised toa certain figure they would cer- 
tainly vote for the bill. 

‘Mr. Howe’s first move on behalf of the bill was 
to suspend the rule requiring joint resolutions 
to lie over one dav before ;jbeing consid- 
ered in the other house. The reason 
was obvious. In the Senate last night Mr. 
Thomas had secured .the passage of a 
joint resolution suspending that jointrule which 
forbids a bill introduced after March 15 being 
considered out of its order except by unanimous 
consent. lt was because this rule was enforced 


by Mr. EarlS yesterday that the Gas bill was not 
read as soon as ordered to a third reading. After 
a good deal of work, for some of the rural nyp- 
ocrites were disposed to dodge, Mr. How 
managed to get 66 votes, one more 
than the requisite number, and so _ to 
bring the Thomas. resolution formally be- 
fore the House. A vote against his motion 
was a vote against the biil, and that fact was un- 
derstood by everybody on the floor, even to the 
page boys. Thirty-one negative Votes were cast 
against it by the following members: Bailey of 
Genesee, Barnes of Essea, Byrne of Warren, 
W. B. Clark of Seneca, riess of Niag- 
ara, Eiseman and _ Rockefeller of New- 
York, Farnum of Wayne, Felter of 
Rockland, Giese, A. H. Baker, Jackscn, and W. 
M. Hawkins of Erie, C. D. Baker of Steuben, 
Green of Orange, Hardenburg of Ulster, Haskell 
of Madison, Horton of Chautauqua, Johnson 
and McClelland of Westchester, Myers of Brook- 
lyn, Osborne of Dutchess, Owens of Oneida, 
Raines of Ontario, Scott of Livingston, 
Seeber of Jefferson, Shoemaker of Syra- 
cuse, Smith of Queens, Storm of Dutchess, 
and Tynun of Richmond. Yet18 of these same 
members voted yesterday to order the bill toa 
third reading. Of the other 13, 12 did not vote at 
all yesterday, Driess of Niagara being the only 
one of the lot and the only man in the Assembly 
who voted against ordering to a third reading. 
The 18 who have undergone such a remarka- 
ble change in one brief day are A. H. Baker 
of Erie, C. D. Bakerof Steuben, W. B. Clark of 
Seneca, Eiseman of New-York, Farnum of 
Wayne, Giese ot Erie, Haskell of Madison, Haw- 
kins of Erie, Horton of Chautauqua, Osborne 
and Storm of Dutchess, Owens of Oneida, 
Raines of Ontario, Rockefeller of New-York, 
Seeber of Jefferson, Shoemaker of Syracuse, 
Smith of Queens, and Tynan of Richmond. 

The excuse offered by one or two of these men 
is that they had measures of their own to pass, 
and they believed that the Gas bili should wait 
itsturn. It is a lamentably weak exeuse, tor 


the Gas bill can be disposed of in less than 10° 


minutes, . 

Having carried this point, the next move by 
Mr. Howe was to secure the adoption of the 
Thomas resolution. More prodding was neces- 
sary to stir the members up, and~ several 
calls tor the absentees bad to be ordered. 
This motion got affirmative and 382 
negative votes. C. D. Baker, of Steuben, 
and Mr. Shoemaker, of Syracuse, got over on 
the affirmative side, where they belonwed, on 
this vote. Kunzenman, of the Fourteenth New- 
York, and Decker, of Sullivan, changed from 
the affirmative to the negative, and displayed 
their hostility to the Gas bill. The enemies of 
the bill got a number of recruits on this 
motion. They were Tuckof St. Lawrence, Niles 
ot Albany, Lowing of Wyoming, Horne of Ni- 
agara, Henry Haggerty of Brooklyn, Gerety of 
the Twenty-second New-York, and Burnham of 
Wayne. The following New-York members 
dodged this vote: Brennan, of the Fifth Dis- 
trict; Rosenthal, of the Twelfth District,, and 
Shea, of the Twenty-fourth District. 

The 82 negative yotes were cast by these mem-

At the afternoon session Mr. Howe gave notice 
that he should move a call of the House to-mor- 
row, and that he should then move to suspend 
one more rule, when the way would be clear to 
put the Gas bili on its final passage. 
The rural members who’ have taken such 
an unusual course to-day will have something 
to ponder upon meanwhile. Unless they can 
advance some very convincing arguments why 
they vote against the bill they will justiy render 
themselves Hable to be suspected of having 
been bribed.

FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL. 
SLIGHT CHANCE OF ITS PASSAGE BY THE 
. ASSEMBLY. 

ALBANY, April 29.—A test vote was 
reached onthe Freedom of Worship bill fn the 
Assembly to-day, the result of which indicates 
that the bill is extremely unlikely to reach Goy. 
Hill through the medium of this Legislature. 
Goy. Hill iscommitted to the bill by his mes- 
sage, and he would have to sign it, though it is 
intimated that he secretly hopes that he may 
never be called to act upon it. The bill was in 
exactly the same condition as was the Gas bill, 
yesterday, when the reading of the Journal was 
concluded, and the same ruling had to be applied 
to it by Speaker Erwin as was rendered by 
him when the friends of the Gas bill called 
their measure up as the special order of the day. 
An enemy of the Gas bill, Mr. Earl, sought to 
have that measure postponed by demand- 
ing the enforcement of the «ninth joint 
rule. Enemies of the Freedom of Worship bill 


followed his course, when Mr. McCann came 
down into the well to-day and demanded that 
the bill be taken up as the special orders Mr. 
Myers, of Kings, and Mr. Cartright, of Delaware, 
insisted upon the enforcement of the rule, and a 
two-thirds vote was necessary to brush them 
aside. Mr. Oliver demanded the yeas and nays 
on a motion to suspena the operations of the 
rule, and every triend of the bill who was in the 
house recorded himself in the affirmative. Sev- 
eral members who will vote against the bill 
should it be so fortunate as to be reached on the 
order of third reading this session voted on the 
same side. Mr. McCann tried to order.a call of 
the House, but failed. The motion was lost, by

crats voted to bring the bill up. The Republic- 
ans were Messrs. Arnold of Otsego, Demers of 
Troy, Hasbrouck of Ulster, Hendricks of Syra- 
cuse, Hopkins of Greene, Walter Howe of 
New-York, Husted of Westchester, O'Neil 
of Franklin, Charles Smith of New- 
York, Snyder of Ulster, Steber of Oneida, 
Taylor of Kings. The negative votes were cast 
by 56 Republicans and 2 mocrats—Bartley of 
Schoharie and Burnham of Wayne. The ab- 
sentees were H. K. Clark of Tompkins, Sheehan 
of Erie, Whiteman of Steuben, Tumilty of Mon- 
roe, all four having been previously excused on 
account of sickness; Earl of Kings, Gould 
of Lewis, Hooley of Troy, Liddle of Mont- 
gomery, O’Hara of New-York, Palmer of 
Cliaton, Tuck of St. Lawrence, Van Duzer 
of Chemung. Of these dozen absentees 
et least eight are counted as favorable 
to the passage of the bill. Deducting from the 
affirmative votes of to-day at least four, and it 
will! be seen that, providing the same division of 
sentiment is maintained till the close of the ses- 
sion, the bill could not get more than 62 or 63 
votes, even on its final passage. The margin is 
exceedingly close, but it is considered very safe 


by the bill’s opponents, and is tacitly conceded - 


so by its friends. The bi!l cannot be made a 
special order again without a two-thirds vote, 
and it cannot be lifted aiong on the calander 
without the same vote. It can only be reached 
in its order, und before that time arrives it is 
supposed that the Legislature will have ad- 
journed. 

The Capitol Appropmation bill, giving $30,000 
to pay the wages of the workingmen for the 
past fortnigbt, was passed by the House and now 
goes to the Governor. This amount, with the 
balanee now in Superintentent Perry’s hands, 
will enable the payment of the meninfull. The 
bill directs the Superintendent to employ no 
more men till the annual appropriation bill is 
disposed of. 

The Cantor bill, leasing the slip between Piers 
Nos. 8 and 4 East River to the South Brooklyn 
Ferry Company, which proposes to establish a 
ferry to Thirty-eightn-street, South Brooklyn, 
was killed by the Assembly. The canal boat- 
men, whose district would be invaded and re- 
duced by its passage, got members to oppose it, 
and the Union Ferry Company, which has 
no desire to see a rival established 
in business, used its influence against 
it among the Brooklyn members. To 
cap the climax, the New-York members heard 
that Mr. Oliver had, with the bill under his arm, 
been prosecuting a diligent inquiry among the 
New-York corporations affected by it, and had 
pronounced it all right. They therefore pounced 
upon it, and helped kick it into the dead heap. 
Mr. Roche mockingly alluded to Mr. Oliver as 
** Mr. Boliver”’ and criticized his missionary en- 
terprise. Mr. Oliver's defense is that he was ap- 
pointed a committee of one by the Commerce 
and Navigation Committee to go to New-York 
and see about this bill. 

The members of the conference committee ap- 
pointed to consider the supject of adjournment 
held a meeting to-day, but were unabie to agree, 
and adjourned till next Wednesdey. The Sena- 
tors insist upon adjourning May 15, and are re- 
intorced by one of the members of the Assembly 
committee. The cther four Assemblymen want 
the date of adjournment fixed tor May 8 The 
committee is therefore a tie. 

The Senate to-day considered Gen, Heath's 
bills to fix the salaries of the County Clerk and 
Register of Kings County at $10,000. Mr. Dag- 
gett said the bills were modeled upon the re- 
form legislation for New-York last year, and it 
seemed hardly necessary to say more than that 
about them. Mr. Jacobs announced that he 
would have something to say about these bilis 
later on, but was willing to let them go to third 
reading now, which was done. 

That old and regular visitor to Albany, the 
Storm King Bridge bill, was taken up. Mr. 
Newbold, of Poughkeepsie, thought that Pough- 
keepsie, where a bridge has already been begun, 
should be the site of the proposed bridge. Mr. 
Low said that bridge had been puilding 14 vears 
and was deemeda failure. There were no railroad 
connections there, whereas at Storm King 
Mountain the Central, West Shore, Ontario and 
Western, and the Boston and Newburg Roads 
all come together, and the coal fields of Penusyl- 
vania and the mills of New-Engiand would be 
connected. Mr. Newbold said that the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature had refused to guarantee 
interest on the bridge company’s’ bonds. 
Mr. Low said that was another com- 
pany. Mr. Fassett said there seemed 
to be two companies who had a Box and Cox 
arrangement—when one failed in anything the 
other renewed the effort.. Congress had refused 
time and time again to authorize the work be- 
cause it would impede navigation. Mr. Low did 
his best in.behaif of the scheme in an earnest 
speech, but Mr. Robb put a brake on him with 
an amendment providing for a deposit by the 


company of $250,000, with which, if after five’ 


years the bridge is not completed. the State En- 
gineer may remove the piers if they 
obstruct navigation. This was adopted. Mr. 
Vassett again made an attack upon it. 
He calle it inexcusable. It jeopardized 
river commerce representing $800,000,000 a year 
by obstructing the channel at the narrower and 
most dangerous point. 
would gain nothing. He intimated that the lob- 
byists tor the bill were at that moment busy on 
the floor. This Senate is bound to maintain its 
reputation, and to be consistent it sent the bill 
to third reading by a voteoflito8& Mr. Dag- 
gett’s amendment, reducing tolls from 25 cents 
a passenger and 50 centsa ton to 5 cents und 20 
cents, was adopted. 

Ex-Congressman Beach is hard at work for the 
bill. It is believed the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has finally enlisted in its behalf in order to secure 
an air line from its coal flelds to Boston. The 
bridge is now the missing link in their chain be- 
tween these two remote points. 

The Governor vetoed to-day another of Sena- 
tor Fassett’s bills, one providing for an enlarged 
representation in the Elmira Common Council. 
The Senator took it good-naturedly.. He hed 
previously explained to every one his innocence 
of any intention to show disrespect to the Gov- 
ernor when the other veto came in. 

Mr. Barnum’s bill for au additional assistant to 
the District Attorney in New-York, making five 
in all at $7,500 each, was passed. 

Mr. McCann gave notice at the afternoon 
session that he should move to-morrow to sus- 
pend the rules so as to bring up the bill ona 
majority vote, the impossibility of ever getting 
a two-thirds vote having been very clearly 
demonstrated. 





DISSATISFIED RAILROAD EMPLOYES, 
ALBANY, N. Y., April 29.—lf the engi- 
neers on the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany’s roads strike the firemen, brakemen, and 
conductors will probably join them, as the dis- 
satisfaction regarding the examinations for 
color blindness is spreading to all classes of em- 
loyes. Assistant General Manager H. G. Young 
as gone to New-York to consult with the head 
officials of the company there, and it is rumored 
that the chief of the Locomotive Brotherhood of 
the United States is in conference with them. 
Some of the men declare that the examina- 
tion is only a scheme to get rid of 
old and trusted: engineers 50 as to 
fill the places with young men who will work at 
lower wages. The engineers who have not been 
discharged are running regularly to-day, and no 
further examinations bave been held. The ma- 
jority of those discharged have been in the service 
of the road for over five years. Peter Burke is 
the oldest of the number, having served on the 
Boston and Albany Road for over 17 years and 3 
years more on the Albany and Susquehanna, 
during which time, it is said, he never met with 
an accident.

ALMOST A DISASTER. 
PoUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 29.—There 
was a very narrow escape from a serious rail- 
road disaster on the Hudson River Railroad this 
morning before daylight. At4A. M. the second 
Atlantic express, bound South, was near Ger- 


mantown Station, and running on time at the 
rate of 30 miles an hour, when suddenly an ordi- 
nary passenger car in the middle of the train 
jumped from the rails and dragged the sleeping 
car next to it after it. The engineer felt the 
shock and applied the patent brakes with full 
force, but the dislodged cars ran a distance of 
nearly 500 feet before they were stopped, the 
sleeping car turning partially over on its side 
but not upsetting. There were quite a number 
of passengers in both of the cars but no one was 
injured. In fact, some of the passengers in the 
derailed sleeper did not know that an accident 
had occurred. The train was delayed about 
minutes. The cause of the accident is a mystery 
to the railroad authorities, nothing appearing 
to show how it originated.

ATE PANAMA TO-DAY. 
COLOMBIAN AUTHORITIES ACCEPT THE 
TERMS ARRANGED BY AMERICAN OFFI- 
CERS AND THE CONSULAR CORPS, 

Panama, April 29, via Galveston.—The 
final meeting of the consfilar corps, in conjunc. 

» : 
tion with Admiral Jouctt, Commander McCalla, 
and the contending powers, was held this after- 
noon, when the best possible solution of the pres- 
ent political difficulties was arranred. Aizpuru 
surrenders unconditionally and, together with 
his followers, will retire from the city. Accord- 
ing to the treaty agreed upon, which is to 
be signed to-morrow, the city, with all 
the revolutionary armament, will be de 
livered over to the Government troops, 
under command of Col. Reyes as soon 
as they enter the city. Col. Montoya will then 
assume the civil and military Governorship of 
Panama until the reorganization of the State 
Government. All political offenders will receive 
full pardon, excepting those implicated in the 
recent burning of Colon. These latter will be 
apprehended and tried as criminals. . 

he Government troops sre expected to dis- 
embark to-morrow morning at 4 o’clock. It is 
believed there will be no trouble. 

Yesterday a note signed by Col. Montaya and 
Coly Reyes, the chiefs of the expedition, was 
sent to the Dean of the Consular Corps, in which 
it was set forth that the object of the expedition 
Was to maintain order, and give the necessary 
guarantee for the safety and life and property 
and free transist on the Isthmus, At a 
meeting of the Consuls in the afternoon with 
Gen. Aizpuru, the latter said that while he did 
not entirely accept the titles conferred upou 
Col. Montaya and Col. Reyes, he was willing to 
disband his forces, deliver up their arms, and re 
tire Lo private life upon these conditions: First, 
He would resign to any one who could constitu- 
tionally claimjpower; second, pardon for polit- 
ical offenses, as such, but prosecution and 
punishment of all offenders against the common 
law in Panama, Colon, and elsewhere on the Isth- 
mus, 

These terms the Commissioners of the Colom- 
bian Government at first refused to listen to, 
declaring that they would make no promises. 
Wiser counsels prevailed. however, and the 
trouble was adjusted on the basis stated. 

The expedition consists of 850 men, under Col. 
Montaya as civil and Col. Reyes as military 
chiefs. The expedition, when peace is restored 
in the State of Panama, will go on to the relief of 
Gen. Santo Domingo Vila, at Carthagena. 





A BANQUET TO HENRY IRVING. 


HE SPEAKS ENTHUSIASTICALLY OF HI¢! 
AMERICAN TOUR. 

Lonpon, April 29.—A benquet was given, 
to Henry Irving to-night at the Criterion. he’ 
Earl of Wharncliffe presided, and among the 
scores of notable guests present were the Duke 
of Beaufort, Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, K. 
Cc. B., Mr. John Laurence Tcoie, the famous 
comediun, the Duke of St. Albans, the Ear! of 
Dalhousie, Viscount Barrington, Baron Henry 
de Worms, Lord Justice Barry, Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
Dighton Probyn, Sir George Kehner, the Hon. 
Hallam Tennyson, Prof. Jebb, Prof. Dowden, 
Mr. E. Clark, Queen's Counsel. Member of Par- 
liament; the Rev. H. C. Shuttleworth, Messrs. 
Alfred Rothschild, Bancroft, Justin McCarthy, 
W. Besant, Liniey Sambourne, J. Tenniel, and 
W. G. Wills. Lord Wharncliffe in an address 
paid a high tribute to Minister Lowell, and in 
his speech introduced many quotations from 
Mr. Lowell’s works. Admiral Keppel, in re- 
sponding to the toast, “* The Army and Navy,” 
said: ** No.two greyhounds leashed within sight 
of the quarry would be more ready to be let go 
than at the present time are the army and navy.”

It was upon this essential kinship of 
the two great peoples that he de. 
lighted to dwell, when, as upon this occasion, 
their tlags were displayed side by side. No Eng- 
lishman who had learned to know the Amer- 
jioans as he had, could ever view that emblematia 
kindred without a thrill of pleasure at the token 
of a union in sentiment which, he trusted, wouid 
never be broken by any of the shocks of destiny. 
He did not feel that he bad been abroad. He had 
crossed the ea, it is true, but only to find an- 
other Engiand on the other side. He had been 
on a visit to our cousins, who have a share in the 
historic glories of our past and sympathetic 
hearts for us in our troubles. If ever that dear, 
honest old gentleman, John Bull, shouid 
find himself in a tight place. he  be- 
lieved Uncle Sam would be found 
very close to the side of his grand o'd relative. 
In conclusion, he returned acknowledgments on 
behalf of his associates for the weicome home 
which they had received, aud especially in re- 
spect to his brilliant coxdjutor, Miss Eljen 
Terry, who returned crowned with laurels. Had 
she been less true to her compatriots, he said, 
she might have been tempted *% cast her future 
lot among the admiring relatives whom. she 
found in New-York, Massachusetts, Pennsy]- 
vania, and Illinois. Mr. Irving’s reinarks were 
greatly cheered, especially those in reference to 
Miss Terry.

NO CHANCE FOR A CENSUS

GOV. HILL VETOES THE BILL AP- 
PROPRIATING NEEDED FUNDS. 
THE REASONS ASSIGNED FOR THE REFUSAL 
TO SIGN THE BILL—THE KIND OF CEN- 

SUS THE GOVERNOR WANTS, 

Axpany, April 29.—Gov. Hill sent to the 
Senate this afternoon his veto of the bill ap- 
propriating $40,000 for taking the census. It 
created no surprise, for it was expected that 
this would be the result of the petty quar- 
rel in which he engaged with the Sec- 
retary of State. Its reading hardly elicited 
acomment, although the Governor is at much 
pains to point out the sort of a census bill that 
will receive his signature. None of the Repub- 
lican Senators think enough of his suggestion 
to even take it into consideration. It is 
generally conceded that no census will be 
taken this vear, and if not taken this 
year no census is possibfe before the year 1895. 
The Secretary of State will go on, however, ana 
on Monday next will appoint the 3,000 enumer- 
ators authorized by the law of 1835. He will 
issue to them their commissions, which they can 
have framed if they choose. The Secre- 
tary could, it is believed, go on and 
collect statistics, though it is hardly 
likely that he will. This appropriation of $40,000 
was for printing the blanks to be used by the 
enumerators and for compiling and tabulating 
their returns, The services of the enumerators 
are paid for by the various counties. The cost of 
the blanks would be about $6,000, and itis un- 
likely that the Secretary will assume the 
responsibility of ordering them printed, know- 
ing he will have to face the chances of ever be-

as toenable the State to take advantage of the 
aid guaranteed by the United States Govern- 
ment in return for certain statistics. The amount 


of money which would thus have been received 
is about $102,000. Secretary Lamar wants four 
things which Secretary Carr wouid have pro- 
cured. They are the population of the State, its 
agricuitural productions, its products of in- 
dustry, and its mortality record. A fifth schedule 
would have been added by Secretary Carr which 
the enumerators would have filled up with mis- 
ecellaneous information, such as the number of 
Grand Army veterans, churches, school houses, 
&e, The Legislature by resolution had requestd 
him to enumerate the veterans. Superintendent 
North estimates that the cost of the census 
would have been just about $200,000. The small- 
ness of thissum, as compared with the cost of the 
census of 10 years ago, ($391,000,) is due to greater 
simplicity in the schedules, to the proposed 
arrangement with the National Government, and 
to the fact that in all the cities the work of 
enumeration was to be limited to two weeks, a 
full month having hitherto been allowed the 
sity enumerators. One clause of the vetoed 
bill expressly provided for this limitation in the 
cities. Mr. North has devoted much time 
to the preliminary work of the census, 
and his statements as to cost are 
accepted as reliable. It would seem as 
if the Governor had not investigated the sub- 
ject of cost so thoroughly as he might. He does 
go out of his way, however, in alluding to the 

oint to give a thrust to Goy. Tilden and the 

emocratic Legislature of 1875, the latter enact- 
ing and the former signing the law under which 
was guthered the information that Goy. Hill 
says “ had almost no practical value.” 

The Republicans of both houses express com- 

lete satisfaction at there being no census. The 

emocrats, however, are criticizing the Govy- 
srnor in language that, to say the least, is un- 
zomplimentary. A census furnishes a basis of 
the reapportionment of the Senate and the As- 
sembly districts of the State. Given a census 
and a Democratic Legislature and a Democratic 
Governor and ascheme of reapportionment could 
be planned that would lessen the number of 
Republican members of the Legislature. It is 
asserted that the fairest vig aera ge that 
20uld be made, based upon the present popula- 
tion, would give the Democrats two more Sen- 
ators in New-York and Brooklyn. The Repub- 
licans are satisfied with the present reapportion- 
ment, for they are tolerably certain of electing 
a majority of the Senate every time the Senato- 
vial elections roll around. 

The text of the veto is as follows: 


STATE OF NEW- YORE, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, i 
ALBANY, April 29, 1835. 
To the Senate: 

Senate bill No. 187, entitled “An act to amend chap- 
ter 64 of the Laws of 1855, entitled ‘An act in relation 
so the census or enumeration of the inhabitants of 
jhis State,’’’ and making an appropriation therefor, is 
herewith returned without approval. 

The Constitution of the State requires that an enu- 
meration of the inhabitants shal] be taken every 10 
years. It does not require the enumeration of any- 
thing else or the collection of any other statistical in- 
formation whatever. Iam ready to approve any act 
or appropriation having for its sole object the ful- 
fillment of this constitutional requirement, but it 
may properly be insisted that the  Legisla- 
jure, in attémpting or assuming to perform 
’ constitutional Suty. should not impose 
conditions or add objectionable provisions which are 
not contemplated by the Constitution, and which place 
“mnecessary and useless burdens upon the people. ‘I'he 
pill now before me is plainiy open to criticism. It 
amends and confirms the act of 1855, under which it is 
mpeg to take an eluborate census containing sta- 

istics of many kinds instead ofa “yz + enumeration. 
Such a census as is contemplated by the bill which I re- 
turn, and as was poreet by the act of 1855, is 
not required by the Constitution and is not now 
jesirable or necessary. It would cost the people of the 
State over $400,000, while an enumeration will cost the 
State at Jarge ony $10,000, and the counties not more 
than $70,000 in addition. The last State census, taken 
in 1875, cost the State at large $128.037 90, and the 
counties $263,034 99 additional, gen | the total 
$891,072 89. The information derived, aside from the 
ascertainment of the population, had almost no practi- 
cal value. More than can be saved if the 
Legislature shall provide —_ for the enumeration 
contemplated by the Constitution. This present bill is, 
‘herefore, clearly objectionable. 

Toreiterate what has been clearly stated in previous 
tommunications, that reasons which existed 80 years 
ago for the gathering of elaborate statistics by means 
of acensus do not now exist, seems unnecessary. State 
Bureaus have been created which are required to 
gen all the statistica) information that it is essential 

or the State to collect. In addition to these sources of 
information, the United States census, whichis most 
tlaborate and exhaustive in its character, furnishes all 
that is necessary or even desirable. The collection by 
the State of any further statistics isa wasteof money. 
The discussion of this bill in the Senate developed a 
serious difference of opinion as to what “statistical 
Information” was required. by the act fof 1855. One 
ppinion wasthat it was determined by the act, con- 
strued in connection with the previous census 
act of 1845, while others insisted that the ex- 
tent and nature of such statistics was to be deter- 
mined solely by the Secretary of State. There are 
unanswerable objections to either position. Statistics 
required by the scheduies set forth in the act of 1845 are 
ralueless at the present time, and should not be contin- 
ped As to the other position, whatever information 

may be deemed wise by the Legislature to collect 
yhould be declared by law, and not left to the discre- 
tion of any officer. The extent, nature, and form of in- 

uiries should be prescribed, set forth, and limited, so 
at the Legislature may know exactly what is being 
authorized, and the people may be informed what 
questions they are aapesies to answer. 
suggestion has been made that it is intended to 
have the proposed census conform in all respects to 
the United States census of 1880, and that a copy of it 
‘sto be furnished the national Government in order 
that the State may receive, under the United 
States statute, one-half of what the Government 
in 1880 paid enumerators. This Dill, howeve-, 
makes no provision for any such course, and 
in the absence of an express provision authorizing 
oe a@ procedure, it is difficult to discover how it is to 

e done. Besides, it certainly is not economical for 
the State totake a census which will cost five times 
what is necessary, in order to receive from the Na- 
tional Government in return only one-fourth of the 
money expended. The attention of the Legislature was 
Calied to the subject of the census early in January. 
Four suggestions were then made by the Executive: 
First, that the census be ltmited to the enumeration of 
inbabitants required by the Constitution: second, that 
in justice to erge cities the enumeration should be 
postponed until Autumn; third, that the appointment 
of enumerators should be made by the County Clerk; 
fourth, that the rules of the Civil) service Commission 
should be applied in the selection of enumerators. 

The Legislature, in its wisdom, has decided not to 
adopt any of these recommendations, Since they were 
made the Attorney-General has given ashis opinion 
that the enumerators prove for in the act of 1855 
are public officials within the terms of the’Civil Serv- 
Ice act, and must be classified. Accordingly, the 
enumerators were classified by the Vivil Service Com- 
misgion and putin the competitive list. Adherence to 
the civil service rules would enable the most com- 
petent applicants to receive appointment regardless of 
other considerations. 

To enable the commission to conduct the examina- 
tions required by rule an appropriation of $7,000 was 
asked for by the Commissioners. The consiceration of 
this application was dsiayed by the Legislature, and 
the aypropriation was at last refused. That such a 
course was adopted is amatter for regret, for I believe 
that such examinations would have secured more 
competent enumerators than any other method of ap- 
pointment. There was ample time to hold examina- 
tions had the apergeristzon been made promptly, and 
the refusal of fhe Legislature to appropriate the small 
sum asked tor prevents the enforcement of the civil 
service law. 

Under these circumstances it becomes more to be 
desired than ever that the proposed census, if taken at 
all, should be confined to the requirements of the Con- 
stitution. Tbere is ample time to perfect a bil] em- 
bodying these suggestions in whole or in part, if, in- 
deed, any of them shail seem wise to the Legislature. 
Ifa measure entirely different in character is insisted 
upon, it cannot be expected to meet with Executive 
approval. This matter bas not received from the 
Legislature that cohsideration which it deserves. 

Yhe record of the proceedings of the Assembly 
shows that by parliamentary devices the bill which is 
herewith returned was ordered to a third reading with- 
out debate, immediately upon its receipt from the Sen.

THE READING FORECLOSURE SUIT. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 29.—The hearing in 
the Robinson foreclosure suit against the Read- 
ing Railroad to-day before Examiner James 
Pollock drew outa full array of counsel, J.C. 
Bullitt represented the Trustees of the income 
mortgage, S. W. Pettet the bondholders of that 
class, W. C. Hannis the Bartol:contingent of 
general mortgage bondholders, and R, 
C. Dale, Mr. Robinson, and General So- 
licitor Kaercher the Reading Company. 
Edwin Parsons, of New-York, who recent- 
ly filed a petition to be allowed to inter- 
vene in the Robinson suit, testified that he 
bought $100,000 of the general mortgage bonds 
between November, 1880, and June, 1881, and 
produced a list giving their numbers and date. 
Treasurer Church gave a history of the general 
mortgage 7 per cent. bonds. Thev were first 
issued as collateral April 12, 1876, next on 
Oct. 4, 1876, and the final issue was on 
Dec. 29, 1876. Of the first issue 
went to the Reading Coal 
Company as collateral, and of the second $3,910,- 
000 to Moses Taylor, C. H. Borie, E. M. Lewis, 
the Girard Bank, the National Bank of Com- 
merce, of New-York, and the Farmers and Me- 
chanics’ Bank, of this city. The drafts of the 
Reading Company, which were secured by these 
bonds, were renewed periodically until Dec. 9, 
1876, when the debt being practically paid 
some of them were returned to the com- 
pany. These, he said, were subsequently 
used as collateral for other loans. Secretary 
Foster, of the Reading Railroad, said the float- 
ing debt of the company at this date was in the 
neighborhood of $22,000,000 or $23,000,000. He 
could not give the exact figures, but would do 
so at a future hearing. he revenue derived 
from these securities by the road was, he be- 
lieved, $465,000 a year.

its contents, including three horses. The fire- 
men had to confine their efforts to prevent the 
destruction of the town, asthe high winds car- 
ried burning brands al! over the place.

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BUTLER’S ANIMADVERSION 


MR. CONKLING’S CONDUCT NOT AT 
ALL TO HIS LIKING. 

MR. ROOT DEFENDS THE EX-SENATOR FROM 
CENSURE, AND IS TOLD THAT HE IS 
YOUNG—BUTLER RETRACTS NOTHING, 

The eminent lawyers who are engaged 
respectively in attempts to uphold and over- 
throw the will of Jesse Hoyt spent the day yes- 
terday in arguing for the possession ot the let- 
ters which Roscoe Conkling delivered to the Sur- 
rogate on Monday. Gen, Benjamin F. Butler 
was elaborately decorated florally, and resem- 
bled an allegory of Spring, having a yellow rose, 

a carnation, asprig of fern, a mignonette blos- 

som, a geranium leaf, and a few other buds and 

plants in his buttonhole. He was assisted inthe 
conduct of Miss Hoyt’s suit to open the probate 

of the will by Gen. Roger A. Pryor and Frank J. 

Dupignac. Senator Evarts, Joseph H. Choate, 

Elihu Root, Joseph Kunzman, and Rastus Ran- 


som opposed their efforts under the lead of the 
Senator in the interests of the proponents of the 


will, 

Gen. Butler insisted that the letters handed to 
the Surrogate by Mr. Conkling were righttully 
the property of the contestants of the will, and 
made many severe remarks concerning Mr. 
Conkling’s conduct. He referred to his action 
upon the stand as the officious intermeddling of 
an outsider. ‘** Who was he,’’ shouted the Gen- 
eral, **to insist upon being sworn? What busi- 
ness had he to say anything about it? He 
should have humbly and quietly kept nis mouth 
shut, and he wou!d havesaved us all this trouble. 
Against my protest he insisted upon describing 
the papers, although there was no occasion for 
it.’ Gen. Butler was charitably inclined to 
think, however, that Mr. Conkling’s conduct 
was rather thoughtless than premeditatedly 
wrong, although any dishonest attorney—bribed 
—might do the same thing again in another case. 

The General was sorry that the counsel on the 
other side had alluded to the succession of coun- 
sel upon Miss Hoyt’s side. “I am aware,” he 
said, “that we are here under great disadvan- 
tages, and under circumstances that almost deny 
our right to be here, But there is something be- 
hind it all, and I am sure that my learned 
brother Evarts would be the first, under the 
same circumstances, to stand at my side in the 
same undertaking as my learned brother Pryor 
is now doing. There is chivalry in our profes- 
sion, and there are lawyers who willtakeup a 
case—money or no money—in order that no com- 
bination of capital shall put down the rights of a 
helpless woman.” Gen. Butler said there was 
another process of law by which he might have 
brought Mr. Conkling and the papers into court, 
and that was by obtaining an order of arrest 
from the Surrogate. f i 

Elihu Root arose and indignantly pointed his 
finger at Gen. Butler. “It is only justice,” he 
said, * to a gentleman whose rank at this Bar is 
as high asthat of the present senior counsel on 
the other side to say that when this gentleman, 
whose character has been stabbed here to-day, 
was present in this court not one word of this 
contumely and abuse was heard. I desire, in 
justice to him, that the fact be put upon record 
that while Mr. Conkling was in court no coun- 
sel objected to his delivering the vapers to the 
court. While Mr. Conkling was here these gen- 
tlemen were mild as sucking doves, and now in 
his absence, deprived of the right to answer for 
himself, this storm of rage breaks out with suffi- 
cient force to have overwhelmed him if he 
had been here—perhaps.” 

Gen. Butler sooked down upon Mr. Root when 
he had resumed his seat. “* My young brother,” 
he began, in a magnificent tone, ** is ee to 
remark thatinthe presence of Mr. Conkling I 
had nothing to say of what I havesaid to-day. [ 
had nothing to say then because I supposed the 
Surrogate would give those papers to us 
without a word. If Ihad thought otherwise 
I might have been a very different animal from 
a sucking dove. But I did not suppose then 
that my opponents were in partnership with 
himin this matter, and Itonfess that the fact 
that they defend him afterward raises a very 
unpleasant suspicion inmy mind. Now, if my 
young brother, Root, thinks it necessary 
to defend Mr. Conkling from motives of personal 
friendship, lapplaud him, but I had thought 
there were events in my career to show that I 
have never had much hesitation anywhere to 
say toany man God ever created to stand upon 
two feet just what I thought. I have been 
proud to call Roscoe Conkhng my friend for 
several years, and 1 do not now believe that he 
thought when he was upon the stand how his 
actions would result in this case, but the law 
ought to be fixed so that a bad man cannot do 
on the stand what a thoughtless man has done. 
Now I have never met my young brother in the 
field before—he is too young—and I applaud his 
fidelity toa friend. Nevertheless, I have noth- 
ing to retract of what I have said, and I retract 
nothing.” 

**T did not intend,” said Mr. Root, with over- 
powering courtesy, “‘to impute cowardice to so 
gallant a General or so successful a conqueror 
as Gen. Butler. I only say that when Mr. 
Conkling was here you said nothing, and to-day, 
when he is absent, you assail bim."’ 

** You send for him to-morrow,” said the Gen- 
eral, resuming his seat, *“‘and Tllsay the same 
things to him.” 

Mr. Conkling will not have an opportunity to 
accept this challenge until next Tuesday. 

When Gen. Butler left tne court room he met 
in the elevator little Hattie Clarkson, one of the 
daughters of the janitor of the Court House. 
Removing his hat he saluted the little girl with 
courtly grace. Taking the bouquet from the 
lapel of his coat he presented it to her. She 
took it timidly. Mr. Pryor remarked: ‘**You 
should treasure that, my little dear, for it is 
Gen. Butler who givesitto you.” Hattie hur- 
ried up stairs and put the flowers in alcohol.

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THE ENGINEERS NOT TO BLAME.

THEIR ESTIMATES OF THE PROBABLE COST OF 
THE WEST SHORE ACCURATE. 


Mr. E. L. Corthell, the Chief Engineer of. 


the Tehuantepec Ship Railway, who has 
been at the World’s Exposition at New- 
Orleans exhibiting the model of the 
Eads ship railway, is sojourning in 
this city on his way to Boston, where he pro- 
poses to exhibit the model at one of the Ex- 
changes and to interest the capitalists of that 
city in the enterprise, Mr. Corthell was Chief 


Engineer of the New-York, West Shore and 
Buffalo Railway Company during the three 
years of its construction, from July, 1881, to 
July, 1884, and his attention having been inci- 
dentally called to the present agitation on the 
subject of West Shore, he spoke in relation to it 
as follows: 

“The entire line of the railway that I had 
charge of—the West Shore proper from Corn- 
wall to Buffalo—was very carefully surveyed 
and the cost of buiiding it equally carefully es- 
timated before the work of construction was 
commenced. The first estimate was made by 
Gen. Stewart from the preliminary surveys. 
Another wus made some time later—early in 1881 
—by three Commissioners,the late Ashbel Welch, 

obn G. Stevens, and Gen. Q. A. Gillmore, 

ll gentlemen of large experience in railroad 
work. The third estimate was made a few 
months later by Mr. Walter Katte, the Chief 
Engineer of the North River Construction Com- 
pany. The average of these three estimates was 
about $81,000,000, not including equipment, 
which wasa fixed amount under the contract 
with the construction company. Each of these 
three e-timates, although made up from different 
surveys and by different persons, amounted to 
nearly the same sum and did not vary over 
$1,000,000. 

** During the progress of the work preparatory 
estimates were made from time to time to ascer- 
tain whether the final cost of the road would ex- 
ceed those origiial estimates. There are cer- 
tain items of cost which were entirely unex- 
pected and which could not have been avoided. 
One was the excessive cost of the work 
along the Erie Canal, which by the arbi- 
trary demands of the State was in- 
creased about $2,000,000. The cost of rights 
of way also exceeded the original estimate made 
by the Land Department at least $2,000,000. 
There were other extraordinary expenses for 
which the Engineering Department was not re- 
sponsible, such as the conflict with the Boston, 
Hoosac Tunnel and Western interest and the 
final arrangement with that interest by which 
the West Shore Company agreed to complete 
the connection at a cost of $700,000 or $800,000, 

“If the two items of rightsof way and canal 
work are deducted from the total cost of the 
road completed the original estimates will 
agree with that total cost within 2% per cent. 
In other words, the road from Cornwail to Buf- 
falo, as far as its actual cost of construction is 
concerned, did not exceed the original estimates in 
any such degree as has been publicly stated by the 
managers of the enterprise,and it isnotright that 
the able and experienced engineers who made 
those original estimates should be the scape- 
goats for the financial managers of the 
West Shore enterprise, which has resulted so 
disastrously. The details to substantiate these 
statements are extant, and no doubt can be pro- 
duced when the past management shall be judi- 
cially investigated.” 

**What examination did Winslow, Lanier & 

Co.’s engineer make when that firm .was pre- 
paring to form the West Shore syndicate of 
Dec, 1, 1883?” 
'** He made up his report with the assistance of 
the officials of the construction company from 
data furnished him in the office of that com- 
pany, but did not makea thorough examination 
along the line of the work.” 

“Was the data as to_ expenditures fur- 
nished by the Engineering Department, during 
construction, to the financial managers as it 
was asked for?” 

* Yes, statements of expenditures and re- 

uirements were continually asked for during 
the progress of the work and were promptly 
given by the Engineering Department. A con- 
siderable portion of our time was consumed in 
making up such statements for Gen. Winslow, 
These statements not only showed the cost of 
the work up tothe dates at which such state- 
ments were asked for but also the total cost of 
the road, based upon the work actually com- 
pieted up to those dates.”’ 





A NOVEL OPERATION, 


The young doctors on the medical staff 
at Belleyue Hospital are shaking hands over the 
successtul result of the first operation of 
‘““muscle grafting’? ever performed in America, 
and the greatest surgical experiment tried in the 
hospital since the days of Dr. Wood. In July, 
1884, Annie Finnell, a young woman 23 years old, 
employed in a laundry, caught her right hand in 


the rollers of aclothes mangle. Her entire fore- 
arm was crushed before the machinery was 
stapes. The girl’s hand and fingers were not 
much hurt, but a large part of the muscular tis- 
sue and cuticle was torn away trom the arm at 
the elbow. She was taken to her hame, No. 696 
Second-avenue, and after a few weeks’ treat- 
ment went back to her work. But her arm be- 
low the elbow was practically useless. She could 
not contract her fingers. The surface of the 
wound had healed all right, but the muscles be- 
neath were deadened, 

About two months ago Miss Finnell went to 
Bellevue Hospital for advice, and afterward 
took a cot in one of the wards asa patient. Lit- 
tle was done except to improve her general 
health for the first week ortwo. The most emi- 
nent surgeons on the visiting list examined her 
arm, and after consultation it was decided to 
try ‘muscle grafting.” The operation had been 
successfully performed abroad, but it had never 
been tried in this country. The young woman 
was told that she would have to submit to an 
operation, but she was not told, and is not 
now aware, of its exact nature. About 
three weeks ago she was put under the 
influence of} chloroform on an _ operating 
table in the lecture amphitheatre. The 
medical corps of the hospital, several medical 
students, and some of the prominent surgeons 
in the city looked on with keen interest. A large 
dog was brought in and placed under the in- 
fluence of an anzesthetic on another table close 
by. An incision was made into the skin which 
had formed over the scar on the girl’s forearm, 
and it was laid back so as to display the dead- 
ened tissue. The ends of the muscles were cut 
and freshened so as to give them a raw surface. 
Then a piece of live muscle about 4 inches by 2 
was cut from the hind leg of the dog, and with 
the warm life blood still flowing through it it 
was clapped quickly into the girl’s arm and held 
closely against the raw surface of the muscles. 
Her blood passed into it, the skin was laid back, 
and the arm carefully bandaged. The dog’s leg 
was bound up and he was removed from the 
room before the girl recovered consciousness. 

Miss Finnell was taken back to her cot, care- 
fully nursed, and yesterday she was able to move 
her fingers and contract the forearm to the el- 
bow. The physicians believe that she will soon 
be able to use her injured arm as well as ever. 
Beyond the temporary effects of the anesthetic 
she suffered no inconvenience from the opera- 
tion. The operation has created considerable in- 
terest in the medical profession, and the history 
of the case will soon be technically written for 
general circulation. 





OBITUARY. 


JAMES REES. 

James Rees, the dramatic author and 
critic, who was better known under his pseud- 
onym of “Colley Cibber,”’ died in Philadelphia 
yesterday morning in the eighty-third year of 
his age, Mr. Rees was born in Norristown, 
Penn., in 1802, and was 40 years old before he ap- 
peared before the public as an author. In 1842 


he published a volume entitled **The Dramatic 
Authors of America,’”’ which was biographical 
and critical, and attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion among playwrights and actors. At this 
time he was the editor of the Dramatic Mirror, 
a Philadelphia weekly devoted to the stage, and 
prior to this he had contributed sketches, dra- 
maiic and literary, to the Saturday Kvening Post, 
the Picayune, the Home Weekly, and other peri- 
odicals. His second volume, which was pub- 
lished in 1849, was entitled *‘ Mysteries of City 
Life; or, Stray Leaves from the World's 
Book.”” This was followed by “The Tinker 
Spy: _a Romance of the Revolution,” 
and ** Footprints of a Letter Carrier, a History 
of the World’s Correspondence.” He also wrote 
several plays, which were produced with greater 
or less success, the principal ones being ** The 
Headsman,” ** Benjamin Franklin,” ** Washing- 
ton at Vulley Forge,” ‘* Changes,” ‘* Marion,” 
* Pat Lyon,” and “Anthony Wayne.” Mr. 
Rees was an intimate friend of Edwin Forrest, 
and on the death of the great tragedian he gath- 
ered together his reminiscenees of the actor 
and published them ina “ Lifeof Edwin For- 
wrest,’’ which is the only biography of the trage- 
dian extant. This book, while it is by no means 
a perfect work, is filled with interesting anec- 
dotes of Forrest, andit hada large sale among 
the admirers of the actor. Of late years Mr. 
Rees has done little except to contribute occa- 
sional critical articles to the Philadelphia press.

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HARRIGAN AND HART. 
A NEW THEATRE FOR HARLEM—SOME MAY 
ENGAGEMENTS—MME, JANISH’S DEPART- 
URE—NOTES. 


Therumor is denied by Harrigan and Hart 
that behind their abandonment of the Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre there is a dissolution of 
partnership between themselves. There is, how- 
ever, astrong disposition to believe that some- 
thing is being covered up in connection with 
this latest move. it is known that in order to 
get out of the contract under which they were 
to take the Fourteenth-Street Theatre off the 
hands of Mr. Colville they paid that gentleman 
quite a large forfeit, and the fact that they did it 
without a murmur is ample indication that the 
whole story hus not yet come out. A week ago 
Mr. Harrigan’s brother, who is associated with: 
him in business, stated that after the present 
season should have come to an end Mr. Hart 
would retire from the firm and Mr. Harrigan 
would carry on the business alone. If this state- 
ment had been made only once, and the other 
complications now fully known to the public 
had not occurred, the matter would have prob- 
ably been passed over as a freak of the younger 
Mr. Harrigan’s imagination. Mr. Harrigan yes- 
terday said that no change was contemplated, 
and he gave several excellent reasons why such 
ascheme would prove disadvantageous to him- 
self and to Mr. Hart. He added that the retire- 
ment from the Fourteenth-Street Theatre was 
occasioned by the belief of himself and his part- 
ner that the house was not situated in exactly 
the right place to catch the custom upon which 
they depend for support. This, however, is a 
distinct departure from the view held by 
Mr. Harrigan a week or so ago. There 
is a disposition on the part of both Mr. 
Harrigan and Mr. Hart to keep dark, whatever 
may be the actual cause of their present con- 
duct. That they should throw up the Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre, which they were to have 
occupied upon advantageous terms, without 
previously finding some other establishment in 
which to play is a proceeding not altogether 
easy to understand without some more plausible 
explanation than has up to the present time 
been afforded. Mr. Colville said he was entirely 
ignorant of the reasons which actuated the two 
young men. he knew was that they had 
paid the forfeit, and that he was parting from 
them in an entirely amiable frame of mind. He 
thought that in saying they considered the thea- 
tre out of the way they were scarcely doing 
that establishment justice, inasmuch as they had 
not given itafair chance. Tbe plays thus far 
produced by them since they came into this 
theatre, he pointed out, have been simple 
revivals of old and already worn-out pieces. It 
is doubtful if they would have drawn very 
large houses anywhere in New-York, although, 
as a matter of fact, the receipts have been quite 
good. Mr. Colville does not know anything of 
their plans beyond the fact that they are going 
on the road for four or five weeks after leaving 
his theatre. Mr. Harrigan’s piece called ** Are 
You Insured ?” which was done a week or two 
ago in Philadelphia, will be played for two or 
three weeks after the withdrawal of ** Cordelia’s 
Aspirations.” Another combination, the name 
of which Mr. Colville is not yet prepared to 
divulge, will succeed this piece for a fortnight.

The attempt of Mr. David Belasco to thrash 
Mr. Steele Mackaye on Monday afternoon was 
not without its comic features. Mr. Belasco is 
a short and slender young man, weighing proba- 
bly less than 140 pounds. Mr. Mackaye is a tow- 
ering and{brawny person, standing probably 6 
feet high andturning the scales somewhere in 
the vicinity of 200 pounds. The true story of the 
difficulty between the two gentlemen has not 
been told in print. On Monday Mr. Franklin H. 
Sargent, who has been connected all along with 
the Lyceum School, went overto the theatre to 
see Mr. Mackaye on a matter of business. For 
some time he has been contemplating the ad- 
vis: bility of sending out a company made up of 
the principal members of the patent Lyceum 
incubator to perform a new play. Mr. Belasco 
and Mr. Max Freemen were associated with 
Mr. Sargent in this budding enterprise, 
which was to be financially backed by 
a wealthy gentleman hailing from Portland. 
Oregon. Mr. Sargent’s interview with Mr. 
Mackaye was had for the purpose of securing 
that gentleman’s consent to the use of the 
Lyceum School trade mark in the advertise- 
ments of the new scheme. During the conver- 
sation Mr. Belasco’s name was mentioned, and 
Mr. Mackaye saida number of insulting things 
about that gentleman. Immediately after with- 
drawing from Mr. Mackaye’s presence Mr. Sar- 
gent went to the Lyceum class room, where Mr. 
Belasco was teaching his pupils how to conduct 
themselves uponthe stage. Inthe presence of 
the class Mr. Sargent told Mr. Belasco what had 
been said by Mr. Mackaye, and Belasco immedi- 
ately put On his hat and started for the Lyceum 
Theatre. He found Mr. Mackaye in the lobby, and 
arather spirited exchange of compliments passed 
between them. From the lobby they went into 
Mackaye’s private office, where that gentleman 
locked the door and proceeded still further to 
pitch into Belasco. Mr. Sisson came in during 
the trouble, and finally ordered Belasco to leave. 
At this point the two men came to blows. Mr, 
Mackaye, who is, of course, much the stronger 
map, ultimately succeeded in putting Mr. Belasco 
out of the office. The only casualties were a 
couple of scratches on Belasco’s neck and a 
mashed pair of cuffs on his wrists. Neither of 
the participants in the affair was at all hurt. Mr. 
Belasco yesterday took occasion to say that Mr. 
Mackaye must make some amend for the libelis 
he had been circulating, and if he could not be 
forced todo so by the physical means at Belasco’s 
disposal, other methods of bringing this about 
would be immediately sought. Belasco already 
has one suit against the Lyceum management 
for breach of contract, and his present attitude 
foreshadows another legal process, this time 
leveled at Mackaye personally for the circulation 
of slanders concerning Belasco. 


There is apparently a ‘surplus of skating rinks 
in New-York, and the first of them to fail asa 
business enterprise was in Harlem, where the 


Elite Rink was given up the other day and passed 
into the hands of Mr. Josh Hart, who was fora 
number of years prior to his embarkation in un- 
successful newspaper ventures connected with 
a number of vaudeville theatre enterprises in 
this city. Mr. Hart, who built the Standard 
Theatre originally, is going to reproduce, as 
nearly as possible, in Harlem the kind of enter- 
tainment he used to give atthat house. The 
new building is on One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street, in the midst of a large population. 
It would not be surprising if Mr. Hart should 
conclude after some experience to change his 
new theatre into a combination house. There is 
at all events plenty of room for such a place in 
Harlem, and, as already stated in THE TIMES, a 
contractor named Riley is preparing to do some- 
thing in this line. The principal cause for joy in 
the dramatic profession concerning the change 
of the Elite Rink intaq a theatre lies in the fact 
that an indication is given of the waning pop- 
ularity of institutions devoted to roller akatine. 


Mr. Roland Reed, the comedian, will probably 
produce in this city on the 18th of May his new 
play from the pen of Mr. Fred Marsden. The 


piece is calied ** Humbug,” and is said to be a 
much better play than its predecessor, ‘* Cheek,” 
in which Mr. Reed has been successtul during 
the past season. His manager, Mr. Gustave 
Mortimer, has been in negotiation with the 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre, Daly’s, and the 
Standard Theatre tosecure the time he wants, 
and it is likely that within the next 24 hours 
arrangements will be made with one of these 
houses. ** Humbug” is spoken of by Mr. Reed 
and his friends who have seen it asa higher grade 
of comedy than anything in which he has ap- 
peared. oe

The season of the * Shadows of a Great City’’ 
company will come to a close in St. Louis at the 
end of the present week.

LOOKING FOR THE CRUMBS. 


SOME OF THE MEN WHO WANT MAYOR 
GRACE TO GIVE THEM OFFICE, 

Delegation followed delegation in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday presenting the claims 
of candidates for the offices which will become 
vacant to-morrow. A good many of the vis- 
itors sang the praises of James Clifford, the dry 
goods salesman of the Twentieth Assembly Dis- 
trict, who wants to be Commissioner of Chari- 
ties and Correction. One delegation recom- 
mended Mr. Clifford as a representative Irish- 
American citizen, and then listened while the 
Mayor told them that the question of the nation- 
ality of candidates did not concern him. Most 


of the Clifford delegates insisted that their candi- 
date was a Simon Pure Democrat, stories to the 
contrary notwithstanding. To them the Mayor 
said that as he would be held responsible for the 
acts of the Commissioners he should be guided 
largely in the selection of the men to fill the 
vacancies by his personal knowledge of them. 
Incidentally the Mayor remarked that he did 
not krow Mr. Clifford. 

A delegation of Anti-Monopolists recommend- 
ed Dr. J. W. Greene, of Twenty-sixth- 
street, for the office of Commissioner of Char- 
ities and Correction. As they went out Major- 
Gen. W. 8. Hancock entered and retired with 
the Mayor to the latter’s private office. When 
Gen. Hancock went away the Mayor said that 
John J. Milbau, a member of the State Board of 
Charities, had been recommended as a successor 
to Commissioner Hess. 

According to a party of visitors from the 
Twenty-third Ward, David Golding’s Democra- 
cy is open to suspicion, and for that reason he 
ought not to be reappointed City Marshal. A 
mixed committee of Germans, with a pre- 
ponderance of County Democrats, presented 
the name of ex-Alderman Bernard Kenny as 
Fire Commissioner. He was formerly a fireman, 
Another delegation of Germans urged Gen. 
Franz Sigel as a successor to Commissioner Hess. 
Dentist Bernard Hess is talking of himself for 
the place orfor any other vacancy which the 
Mayor or any other appointing power 
may have. Alderman Walsh told the 
Mayor that he wanted William F. Conran, 
a Pearl-street’ plumber, appointed to one of 
the Commissionerships, and James Lahey given 
a City Marshalship. Hugh McCauley, who wants 
Commissioner Hess's shoes, is recommended b 
BE. S. Jatfray & Co., Seligman, May & Co., Lewis 
Brothers & Co.,and a number of other firms. 
Two long petitions in favor of ex-Alderman 
Seaman as Fire Commissioner were presented to 
the Mayor. Mr. Seaman himself called onthe 
Mayor, accompanied by Col. William R. Roberts, 
the new Minister to Chili,and Park Commis- 
sioner Crimmins, who are represented as desiring 
nothing in this world so much as to see Mr. Sea- 
man appointed.

The Governor has vetoed the bill mak-.: 
ing provision for the State census. His 
main objection is that it provides for 
something more than a bare enumeration 
of inhabitants, which is all that the Con- 

’ stitution requires. This objection and the 
grounds on which it is based are not with- 
out force. The Governor refers to the 
failure to provide for a competitive ex- 
amination for enumerators, and with 
characteristic lack of candor tries to make 
jt appear that such examination was 
favored by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. If the census were taken on 
phis plan the utility of that class of 
examinations would be still less evi- 
dent. Mr. Hitt departs somewhat from 
the proprieties of his position when he in- 
timates that any new measure “ entirely 
different” from his suggestions cannot be 
expected to meet his approval and when 
he criticises the proceedings of one branch 
pf the Legislature. He says plainly that 
he will sign a bill providing for a mere 
enumeration of inhabitants, and _inti- 
ynates that he will approve of no other, 
and then coolly throws the responsibility 
for a possible failure to carry-out the con- 
ptitutional requirement upon the Legisla- 
ture. Possibly it may not rest there alone. 











The refusal of the Assembly yesterday 
to lay the order of third reading of bills 
pn the table for the purpose of taking up 
the Freedom of Worship bill is not an ab- 
polute defeat of that measure, but it af- 
fords a pretty clear indication that it can- 
not pass. The motion of Mr. McCann re- 
quired a two-thirds vote, and it failed to 
peta majority even though some who voted 
for it are known to be opponents of the 
bill. Mr. OLIVER gave notice that he 
would hereafter move a suspension of the 
pinth joint rule for the purpose of taking 
up the bill, This will require only a ma- 
jority vote and is the forlorn hope of the 
friends of the measure. The probability 
js that its fate is sealed for this session, 
and it is to be hoped that it will never 
show itself again. 








The singular behavior of some of the 
country members of the Assembly in ref- 
erence to the bill to regulate the extortions 
of the New-York City gas companies has 
ae ted the attention of Mr. Joun H. 
d woop, President of the Gas Con- 





‘sumers’ Association, who offers $1,000 re- 


ward for information leading to the convic- 
tion of any person for bribery in connection 
with the bill. The offer of this reward will 
make it an extremely risky business for 
any of the rural legislators to attempt to 
turn their votes into cash. One thousand 
dollars is a large sum of money—large 
enough to tempt some of the lobbyists 
themselves to put in Mr. SHERWOOD’s way 
the information he seeks. The opposition 
of some of the Assemblymen representing 
districts remote from New-York to Mr. 


'Howe’s motion to take up the bill yester- 


day certainly requires explanation. Mr. 
SHERWOOD has set about the work of ob- 
taining one ina way which shows that 
he understands the character of the pres- 
ent Legislature. 








If Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, were 
the authorized spokesman of his party his 
opinions of the Administration would be 
entitled to such weight as numbers give. 
But Mr. Eustis is evidently a very con- 
ceited and silly person who speaks only 
for himself and in terms which accurate- 
ly reflect the character of hismind. The 
President is too busy to pay any attention 
to Democratic cranks of this type, and 
the Democratic Party, we take it, has 
sense enough not to adopt Senator 
EvstTIs’s sentiments as its own. 











The situation created by RIEL’s rebellion 
grows more serious daily. As the troops, 
after great labor and hardship, penetrate 
to the seat of hostilities they seem to be 
thrown at once upon the defensive. It is 
at least evident that the rebellion is 
much more formidable than was 
at first supposed. It does not ap- 
pear that the Government can count 
upon the sympathy, much less upon 
the active support, of any settlers‘of the 
Northwest territory, white, Indian, or 
half breed. The natural inference from 
this state of things would be that the 
claims of the rebels are well founded. 
Considering the extreme difficulty of sup- 
pressing the rebellion by force, it is prob- 
able that after more or less delay and cir- 
cumlocution the demands of the settlers 
will be granted. 








The billiard tournament that has now 
been in progress for a week has probably 
occasioned the most remarkable displays 
of skill that have been seen anywhere. 
Except VIGNAUX, there isno player who 
would stand the slightest chance with 
either SCHAEFER or SLOSSoN. The game 
is a new one, and there are no “‘ records” 
except what have been made at this 
tournament. Itisamusing, however, tore- 
mark that, whereas the game was devised 
to put other players on an equality with 
SCHAEFER and SLosson by barring rail 
play, these two experts are quite as 
clearly superior to the rest at the balk- 
line game as at “straight billiards.” The 
game between them to-night will be of 
extraordinary interest, although the 
chances appear to be slightly in favor of 
SLosson, who has thus far secured the 
highest average and the highest run of 
the tournament. 








THE NIAGARA PARK BILL, 


There is something very strange, not to 
say suspicious, in the statement attributed 
to Gov. Hitt that the bill providing funds 
to pay for the lands taken for the park at 
Niagara Falls did not reach his hands until 
Monday, April 20. The Senate amend- 
ments were concurred in by the Assembly 
on the evening of the 16th, and the bill 
was then finally passed. It should have 
been presented to the Governor on the 
17th. The law of 1883 which authorized 
the proceedings by which these lands were 
to be acquired declared that, unless an act 
were passed by the ist of May, 1885, provid- 
ing means to pay for them, all the proceed- 
ings should be without effect. If the Gov- 
ernor fails to sign or to veto a bill ‘‘ within 
ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall 
have been presented to him” it becomes a 
law without his signature. If, therefore, 
this bill were presented to the Governor on 
the 17th or the 18th and he failed to take 
action upon it it would become a law in 
time to give effect to the proceedings for 
establishing the park. If, however, it 
was delayed until the 20th and he takes 
no action those proceedings must fail of 
their purpose by the limitation of the law 
of 1883. 

This circumstance irresistibly suggests 
some disreputable trick in the alleged de- 
lay in the transmission of the bill to the 
Governor, to which he may or may not 
have been privy. If he was cognizant of 
any such performance and does not sign 
the bill before the first day of May he will 
incur a double odium; first, for defeating 
a measure which has been supported by 
all the decency and character of the 
State of New-York, and, second, for 
effecting that purpose in the most 
ignoble and unworthy manner. The Gov- 
ernor can clear himself of the most 
damaging suspicion only by putting his 
signature to that bill to-day. Its defeat, 
even without the suspicion of foul play in 
its manipulation between the legislative 
chambers and the Executive office, would 
be enough to condemn him in the estima- 
tion of four-fifths of the citizens of this 
State as unworthy of the high trust which 
has by a political accident devolved upon 
him. It would make utterly futile any 
ambition he may cherish of a renewal of 
that trust by the action of the people. 

Only one explanation of Gov. HILL’s 
extraordinary course in regard to this bill 
has been suggested. He has been credited 
with the belief that the small taxpayers 
in the rural districts are opposed to the 
appropriation and with a desire to win 
their favor by preventing it. How,in- 
finitesimal is the stake of the small tax- 
payer in the matter, supposing him to be 
utterly impervious to the considerations 
in favor of preserving the glories of the 
great cataract for the free enjoyment of 
the people, has been repeatedly shown. 
The appropriation is equivalent to less 
than 15 cents on $1,000 of assessed valu- 
ation of property and the debt incurred 
would amount to 80 cents more, payment 
of which would be extended over ten years. 
The measure is favored with practical 
unanimity by communities which pay 
nearly three-fourths of the taxes of the 
State, and it is undoubtedly favored by at 
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least one-half of the taxpayers in the rest of 
the Commonwealth. By what calculation 
the Governor can convince himself that 
he will gain political strength by defeat- 
ing the bill under such circumstances is 
inconceivable to the ordinary mind. We 
have no doubt whatever that it would be 
a death blow to any chance he might 
otherwise have for a nomination for re- 
election to the office he now holds. 








THREE MORE LETTERS, 


It appears that all of the Huntington- 
Colton letters have not been given to the 
public. Those which were published in 
the San Francisco papers a year ago 
threw a great deal of light upon the 
inner history of the Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railroad Companies, 
and exhibited very plainly the methods 
followed by the railroad kings in buying 
material of all kinds, from steel rails to 
Congressmen, Some of the letters— 
perhaps the most interesting of the 
series—were withheld. Three of these 
have recently been brought to light and 
published by the San Francisco Chronicle. 
They were written at the time when the 
owners of the Central Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific were striving to overturn the 
Thurman act. The letters published a 
year ago exhibited the railroad monopo- 
lists dealing with Congress; these indicate 
that the Supreme Court of the United 
States received their attention. Justice 
FIELD will find them interesting. 

Immediately after the passage of the 
Thurman act the men who had become 
immensely rich by means of Government 
subsidies and grants plotted the overthrow 
of that righteous law by legal proceedings. 
If the Supreme Court could be induced to 
declare it unconstitutional a great barrier 
would be removed from their path. It 
appears from this correspondence that in 
August, 1878, Justice FIELD was in San 
Francisco. COLTON was there, and on 
Aug. 9 he wrote to HUNTINGTON, inclos- 
ing a bill of exchange for $100,000, and 
indulging in some remarks about the Thur- 
man act. The peculiarly significant sen- 
tences of this letter were as follows: 

“When men like THURMAN and EDMUNDS ad- 
vocate the passage of such a bill, what pro- 
tection is there for proverty in this country ? 

“IT have had several long talks with Judge 
FIELD, and the hope of the country is in the 
Supreme Court, if the Nationis to be savea from 
disgrace.” 

One month later asham suit was brought 
in the Federal courts by ALBERT GALLATIN, 
who pretended to oppose the Central 
Pacific Company. The Chronicle shows 
that GALLATIN was notoriously in collu- 
sion with the company, being connected 
with HUNTINGTON and Hopkins. It was 
intended that this suit should go up to the 
Supreme Court, before which tribunal the 
defendant railroad monopolists would con- 
trol the plaintiff. His lawyer’s presenta- 
tion of the case would be so weak that 
the court would decide against him and 
declare the Thurman act unconstitutional. 
In the Circuit Court of the California Dis- 
trict a demurrer was interposed by the 
defendant, a judgment was rendered pro 
forma, and the case was appealed. The 
Gallatin suit was not brought until after 
CoLTON had had those ‘* long talks” with 
FIELD. Sixteen days after the suit was 
brought, and before the trial, on Sept. 20, 
1878, CoLTON wrote again to HUNTINGTON, 
and his letter contained the following: 

“Judge FIe.D will not sit in the Gallatin case, 
but will reserve himself for his best effort (I 
have no doubt) on the final termination of the 
case at Washington before a full bench. I think 
that is wise,as then Judge SAWYER will hear 
the case here, and if Judge FIELD should take 
our view of the case on final argument before 
the Supreme Court it would have more weight 
with that court than if he had rendered a de- 
cision below in our tavor in California.” 

At the trial or hearing in California 
Justice FIELD did not sit, but the matter 
was left entirely to Judge SAWYER. In 
one of those ‘‘ long talks” FIELD appears 
to have disclosed his plans to COLTON. 
HUNTINGTON replied on Sept. 80 to CoL- 
TON’s letter of Sept. 20, saying: 

“IT think you are right about Frey not sit- 
ting in tho Gallatin suit.”’ 

The case was taken to Washington, 
and the prospect was very satisfactory 
for the defendants until the alarm was 
sounded by JoHN L. LovE, a San Fran- 
cisco lawyer, who laid the facts before 
Attorney-General DEvENs, showing him 
that the monopolists were really plaint- 
iffs as well as defendants, and that the 
suit was a sham. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral interposed in behalf of the Govern- 
ment. Asa result of his action the case 
was thoroughly argued, and a decision 
was rendered sustaining the constitution- 
ality of the Thurman act. Three Justices 
dissented, one of whom was Justice FIELD. 
His opinion was regarded as the strongest 
presentation of the railroad company’s 
side that could have been made. 

The San Francisco papers say that 
Justice FIELD ought to explain this corre- 
spondence, 4 








THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE, 


Russia seems to be quite indifferent to 
the opinion of Europe, to which England 
is so urgently appealing. No moral ad- 
vantage that might accrue from delay is 
considered at St. Petersburg to be an 
offset to the military advantage that may 
be secured by ‘pushing things.” It is 
evident that the Russian troops are push- 
ing as fast as possible toward Herat 
Without waiting upon the negotiations 
that are not yet formally broken off be- 
tween their Government and the English. 

In this instance it can not, and proba- 
hly will not, be pretended that the 
Afghans have offered any provocation. 
It car. hardly be said that Russia has worn 
a mask since the action of March 30. No 
commander could make an attack like 
that of KoMAROFF without putting for- 
ward some pretense of justification. But 
no pretense could be more flimsy than 
the curt and probably untruthful state- 
ment made by the Russian commander as 
a preliminary to his report of the bat- 
tle. This curt and unsupported state- 
ment was accepted by Russia as complete. 
The English Government would have been 
fully justified in breaking off negotiations 
when Russia refused to inquire into the 
accuracy of the Russian commander’s 
version of the affair near Penjdeh. That 
it did not do so must be taken rather as a 
proof of the pains which Mr. GLADSTONE 
has taken to satisfy the world that Eng- 
land could not avoid war than as a proof 





that he has since then thought it possible 
to maintain peace. 

At any rate, if Russia has worn a mask 
she has now unmasked. She has torn up 
the covenant into which she entered with 
England. For England longer to delay 
any military preparations that would be 
desirable if war had been actually de- 
clared, upon the ground that the declara- 
tion has not been issued, would be a 
puerile punctiliousness. The Russians 
have a manifest military advantage at 
the outset. Their scheme is matured, 
their preparations are complete. They 
have entered Afghanistan at the point 
which presents least difficulties, moral or 
material. The road to Herat is easy and 
is scarcely disputed, and the Heratese, as 
even Anglo-Indians admit, are as well dis- 
posed to Russia as to England. Instead 
of Herat being the object of the first 
struggle between Russian and English 
troops, it now seems likely that the war 
will begin with the Russians in 
possession of Herat and the British 
of Candahar, each army with a se- 
cure line of communication behind it. 
The Russian line from the Caspian to 
Sarakhs may be vulnerable to an incursion 
from Persia. If it be true that the Eng- 
lish have secured a Persian alliance, that 
alliance may be mainly valuable by 


reason of the secure base Persia affords. 


for operations upon the line over which 


all munitions and supplies must be trans-, 


ported to the invaders of Afghanistan, 








FERRAN’S DISCOVERY, 


That a Spanish doctor is inoculating 
patients with the alleged cholera bacillus 
is now beyond doubt. The Herald corre- 
spondent has himself submitted to the op- 
eration, and evidently believes that Dr. 
Ferran’s method of preventing cholera is 
trustworthy. 

Whether or not inoculation as practiced 
in Spain secures immunity from cholera 
is not yet ascertained, and cannot be ex- 
cept by avery large number of experi- 
ments. If, however, it is true that inocu- 
lation with the bacillus produces in the 
patient the symptoms of true Asiatic 
cholera, it is evident that Dr. Kocu was 
right when he claimed that the bacillus 
discovered by him was the germ of cholera, 
If Dr. Ferran has demonstrated the truth 
of Kocn’stheory he has done an immense 
service to mankind, even if inoculation 
should prove to be useless. Let the med- 
ical profession once fully understand the 
cause of cholera and it will not be long 
before the cure is discovered. 

Even if inoculation is not a protection 
against cholera, it may do much to stay 
the panic which an outbreak of cholera 
produces. If the Spaniards who submit 
to inoculation are convinced that they are 
safe they will be in much less danger than 
they would beif they lived in hourly dread 
of the disease. Further news from the 
cholera region in Spain will be eagerly 
looked for, and it is possible that the dis- 
coveries of KocH and FERRAN may save us 
from a cholera epidemic next Summer, 








A NEW NATIVE KING. 

King LEopoLD of Belgium is now King 
of the Congo. There will be no attempt 
to unite the two kingdoms, and, as in the 
case of Sweden and Norway, the only 
connection’ between Belgium and the 
Congo will be the fact that the King of 
one is also the King of the other. 

King LEOPOLD is greatly pleased with 
his new dominions, which are many times 
larger than Belgium. Indeed, it is thought 
that in view of the disturbed state of 
things in Belgium, due to the quarrel be- 
tween the Liberal and Clerical parties, 
the King may resign the Belgian 
crown and retire to the Congo. What- 
ever may be the King’s intentions, 
it is well understood that he will soon 
pay a visit to Africa. His royal robes, 
consisting of a blue jean shirt and a silk 
hat artificially roughened so as to present 
a second-hand appearance, have been pre- 
pared, and he frequently wears them in 
the palace when the Queen is not at home. 
He has studied under Mr. STANLEY the 
art of making pombé—or native African 
beer—and has become very fond of that 
simple beverage. <A gross of old tomato 
cans was recently bought by the King 
with the view of converting the bot- 
toms of the cans into decorations 
for the members of the ‘ Order of the 
African ‘Tin Knights on Wheels”—an 
order of knighthood which LEOPOLD pro- 
poses toestablish in his African domin- 
ions. A rumor, not as yet wholly authen- 
ticated, also informs us that the King is 
devoting several hours every day to the 
banjo and the bones, and is studying the 
late DANIEL BRYANT’S “‘ Theory and Prac- 
tice of Colored Conundrums,” the Court 
chaplain assisting him in this study by 
assuming the character of “‘ Mr. John- 
sing,” and propounding the conundrums, 
which the King answers. 

This shows that King LEOPOLD has the 
laudable intention of fitting himself to be 
a native King. He knows that were he 
to carry to Africa the manners and cus- 
toms of a Belgian King his darky sub- 
jects would misunderstand him and 
would be dissatisfied. As he cannot by 
royal decree turn them into civilized and 
clothed Belgians, he means to convert 
himself as far as possible into a native 
African. The motto already adopted for 
the great seal of the Congo State is, ‘‘ We 
study to please,” and it doubtless ex- 
presses the wise and amiable intentions of 
the monarch, 

If King LEOPOLD really does go to the 
Congo with the intention of remaining 
there he will doubtless be warmly wel- 
comed by his subjects when he first ap- 
pears among them in his high hat and 
his blue shirt. His skill in performing on 
the banjo will please the people, and his 
knowledge of the ancient and classical 
conundrums of the African race will gain 
for him the reputation of a man of pro- 
found learning. Has he reflected, how- 
ever, that as a native King he will be ex- 
pected to make rain? One of the chief 
duties of a native King is to supply his 
people with rain on demand, and the result 
of a failure to meet such a demand is 
usually a revolution, followed by a ban- 
quet, at which the dethroned monarch is 
the principal dish. If King J.£oPoLp is 
not ready to face this danger he had bet- 
ter not go to Africa. He knows very well 





that no European can make rain, what- 
ever a native King may be able to do, 
and he need not expect that he can 
compromise with his subjects by estab- 
lishing a weather bureau. On the whole, 
King LEopoLp would be wise to stick to 
his Belgian capital. The Belgians may 
perhaps accidentally shoot him in the 
course of a heated and public theological 
argument, but they will never think of 
putting him to death in consequence of a 
prolonged drought. 


Atatime when loose statements as to 
the magnitude of the issues at stake in an Anglo- 
Russian contest are so general it may be useful 
to recall some of the statistics of the last war in 
which Russia took part. From the crossing of 
the Danube in June, 1877, until February, 1878, 
the Russian loss in killed and wounded was 
89,304, The cost of that little war in money was 
equally frightful. The official report of the 
total expenses was 902,000,000 rubles, averaging 
82,200,000 monthly. The silver ruble is equal to 
about 80 cents, but the rubles current in Russia 
then depreciated nearly one-third. During the 
war this paper currency swelled from 711,600,000 
to 1,154,000,000 rubles. and loan followed loan. 
Still the lesson of peace does not seem to have 
been learned. Under another such burden kill- 
ing taxes and virtual bankruptcy must follow 
peace whatever the issue of the struggle, and it 
isnot impossible that even if Absolutism be 
victorious in the field it may meet its death 
blow at home. At leastthat is the view of King- 
killer HARTMANN, who, speaking in the name of 
the Nihilists, is reported to have said that dur- 
ing the war the Terrorists would be quiet, confi- 
dent in the belief that the sequel of the war, 


whoever conquers, will be the ending of the line 
of Czars.

THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

The public rehearsal prefatory to the 
third concert given this season by the Oratorio 
Society of New-York was held at the Academy 
ot Music yesterday afternoon, the concert being 
set down for this evening. Verdi's ‘** Manzoni” 
Requiem was the work chosen for interpretation, 
and its performance yesterday enlisted the serv- 
ices of Miss Medora Henscn, Friiulein Brandt, 
Mr. C. A. Knorr, and Herr Staudigl as soloists, 
and those of the orchestra and chorus of the 
society. it will be an easier and more agreeable 
task, we think, to refer in detail to this even- 
ing’s rendering of the Requiem than to its in- 
terpretation yesterday. As a rule, public re- 
hearsals go almost as smoothly as final representa- 
tions, and except when a new composition is 
to be dealt with and a second opportunity 
of hearing it 1s offered, critical duty can habitu- 
ally be discharged without delay. Yesterday’s 
experience, however, was somewhat out of the 
ordinary course, and the public rehearsal of 
Verdi's noble achievement was nothing more 
than its literal title implied. The soloists went 
through their tasks creditably, but the orches- 
tra was by no means up toits usual stand- 
ard, and the chorus was not numerous and was 
in most unsatisfactory form. Under these cir- 
cumstances the propriety of deferring an opin- 
ion as to the capacity of the society to present 
the Requiem is apparent. Among the soloists 
Herr Staudigl was particularly prominent 
through his thorough cammand of declama- 
tion and cantabile, and Friiulein Brandt 
was next to claim attention by the 
feeling and earnestness, if not by the quality of 
tone, which she threw into her singing. Miss 
Henson’s brilliant voice was occasionally effect- 
ive, and Mr. Knorr, a newcomer, produced a 
not unfavorable impression, alt ough his 
tones were not free from nasality. The 
band, as intimated, was not in good 
shape, and its playing showed too fre- 
quent indifference to the dynamic marks of the 
score, while the choral forces proved again and 
again unequal to the delicate sustained pianos 
and pianissimos, and seldom showed any appre- 
ciation of light, shade, or gradations. It is to 
be hopea that all this will be changed to-night. 
Verdi’s work has been known to music lovers 
for upward of years, but it is 
so seldom produced as to be comparatively un- 
familiar to the general public. It is not a com- 
position that admits of an imperfect rendering. 
A thorough revelation of its excellences de- 
mands, in fact, a performance of a most sympa- 
thetic and finished description. As a specimen 
of purely devotional writing it is of some- 
what uneven merit, although conceived ina 
wholly different spirit and carried out on wholly 
different lines from the sacred music of the older 
Italian composers. Its happiest portions are 
those in -which the gifted composer of 
the most tuneful, impassioned, and dramatic 
operas of the age bas_ given free play 
to his fancy and allowed his vocal 
progressions and orchestral accompaniments 
to recall distinctly the tendencies of the musi- 
cian who wrote ‘ Aida,” which belongs to the 
same period of creativeness. Its least successful 
measures are those in which Verdi seeks 
to embody deep religious feeling in lyric forms 
that come to him somewhat reluctantly. 
Of the Rossinian offences against dignity and 
reverence there are, however, no traces in the 
Mass, and its effect, as noted above, is, as a 
whole, both vivid and gratifying when the con- 
ga essential to its exposition are complied 
with.

M. MUSIN’S CONCERT. 

M. Ovide Musin, a yourg Belgian violin- 

ist, who has delighted American audiences dur- 

ing the past two seasons, gave a concert 


at Steinway Hall yesterday 
vious to departing for 
Summer months. The event drew forth a 
very large assemblage, and M. Musin’s 
reception was most cordia!, and his success as 
complete as his most fervent admirers could 
have anticipated. We have had many greater 
virtuosos in our midst than M. Musin. Dur- 
ing the last 15 years Vieuxtemps, Sarasate, 
Wieniawski, and Wilhelmj—only to mention 
the most prominent—have visited the United 
States, and a host of first rate players of a some- 
whatsmaller stature have also been heard and are 
pleasantly remembered. None ofthe leading vio- 


linists, however, have proved as sympathetic to 
anaverage audience as the Belgian artist, and 
his performances are so far superior to those of 
many popular but less skilled executants as to 
place him far above any but the giants of 
the age. M. Musin’s playing, of course, 
does not always attain perfection. The violin- 
ist’s tone is thin, his intonation is not in- 
variably faultless, and his command of the 
staccato is by no means thorough. On 
the other hand, his execution is clean 
and singularly fiuent, his manner’ very 
easy and graceful, and his work elegart and 
finished. The impression of efforts distin- 
guished by such excellences as we have 
hintea at could not well be otherwise 
than agreeable. Mr. Musin rendered last 
evening Mendelssohn’s E minor’ concerto, 
and Saint-Siien’s quaint and brilliant * Introduc- 
tion and Allegro Capriccioso,”’ with some encore 
numbers, and againand again applause shook 
the auditorium. In the opening movement of 
the Mendelssohn concerto something ot:breadth 
of phrasing and deep feeling was wanting, but 
the lovely andante was exquisitely sung, and 
the rondo neatly and. brightly executed. 
Saint-Stiens’s composition was capitally inter- 
preted, and so were the short and charac- 
teristic minor pieces. M. Musin had the 
co-operation of Mile. de Lussan and Mrs. Helen 
Hopekirk, of a chorus fromthe Arion Society, 
with Mr. Remmertz as the soloist,and of an 
orchestra under Mr. Van der Stucken’s leader- 
ship. Mile. de Lussan’s voive and style are 
scarcely suited to the severe classicism of such 
nirs as * Divinités du Styx,”” but some sacrifice 
had to be made to the nature of the programme. 
The lady was recalled, as usual, and compelled 
to add an encore to her allotted task. 
Mr. Van der Stucken would have heightened 
the impressiveness of Mrs.  Hopekirk’s 
rendering of Schumann's “Introduction and 
Allegro <Appassionato” by restraining his 
band from a too continuous display of its power. 
Needless to add that both the orchestral num- 
bers and the part songs contributed by the Arion 
were excellently interpreted.

AFFAIRS IN THE NORTHWEST.

THE SITUATION AT QU’APPELLE CONSID~ 
ERED EXTREMELY GRAVE. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 29.—The wire 
has been down north of Fort Qu’Appelle since 
noon yesterday, and no information has been 
obtained regarding movements of troops. The 
insurgents are supposed to have moved north to 
Dumont’s Crossing, and many believe there is 
not likely to be any fighting for a day or two. 

A Fort Qu’Appelle message says: ‘ Informa- 
tion has reached here from a trustworthy source 
that a plan of attack is being concocted by half 
breeds and Indians. There are about 500 male 
half preeds in this district. While all are 
profuse in professions of loyalty, they 
have relatives and friends fighting in the 


North, and their sympathies are ali with 
the insurgents. The results of engagements in 
the North are known among the half breeds 
and have inspired them with.contempt for the 
military and confidence in Riel. The Indians 
have been disaffected for some time, owing to 
harsh treatment by those in authority, and 
notwithstanding the message they have sent to 
Sir John Macdonald, it is now known that they 
are secretly preparing fora rising. Those in 
position to know consider the situation ex- 
tremely grave, surrounded as Qu'Appelle is by 
20 Indian reserves. Arms are being distributed 
to settlers for protection, but when a 
rising occurs settlers around the fort 
and contiguous to the reserves will, it is 
feared, be in a bad_ position. Ever

SEXTON GETS THIRD PRIZE 
eonsaoinies:

The ninth and last game but one of the 
billiard tournament was played last night. Tne 
contestants were William Sexton and Maurice 
Daly. In the eight-inch balk-line tournament 
held in Chicago Sexton defeated Daly. When

29 points. Sexton extended himself, after mak« 
ing a beantiful kiss follow in his fourteenth 
inning, and his run of 54 was_a splendid exhibi- 
tion of daring open play. Daly followed with 
13, and Sexton, a few innings later, made a run 
of 28 by some excellent open play. 

In his thirtieth inning Daly played for safety. 
This brought forth many hisses. Daly’s face 
paled as he sat down, and when Sexton counted 
on a long and difficult rail corner the appiausse 
shook the table. This was the turning pointin 
the game. Daly stood 210 and Sexton 187. Daly 
was looked upon as a sure winner until 
he made his unfortunate safety shot. His 
nerve was shaken, while Sexton’s was hardened. 
The latter reeled off 12, and when Daly finished 
his next run of 5 Sexton took up his cue, and 
for the first time in the game went to the front. 
Hisrun of 40 was the largest in 32 innings, 
Daly’s dexterity seemed to have deserted him. 
In seven innings he made but 6 oints, 
The balls wouldn’t roll for him and he looked 
glum and failed to smile even when Sexton 
made a horrible scratch in his fortieth inning 
and followed it with five shots of irreproachable 
purity.

SEIZURE OF THE CITY OF MEXICO. 
Mr. W. W. MacFarland, counsel for the - 
Provincial Steamship Company, owners of the 
City of Mexico, has sent a protest to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury against the seizure of that 
vessel in this port and the prosecution of Capt. 


O’Brien. After reviewing the facts in the case, 
as published in THE Times, Mr. MacFarland 
characterizes the seizure as a lawless act with- 
out color of justification. He assumes that 
the Secretary of the Treasury must have been 
made the victim of a gross imposition, as it was 
not conceivable that the seizure of the ship 
should have been directed. He then says: “It 
has not yet been enacted by the United States or 
formulated as a principle of public law that the 
merchants of one State may not without offense 
sell and ship to the citizens of another State 
military supplies with full knowledge and ex- 
pectation that they will be employed in military 
<n against the State to which they are 
sent. 

Mr. MacFarland calis attention to the fact 
that the Captain acted under a certificate of the 
United States Consul. A long argument is then 
made to show that the present care does not 
rightly come under the statute on which Capt, 
O'Brien was arrested, and on the proposition 
that the mere fact of the existence withina 
State of an insurrection against the established 
authorities produces no effect upon the right of 
trade, and justities no interference therewith 
that would not be lawful in the normal condi- 
tion of profound peace.

ROYAL ACADEMY PICTURES 


FEATURES OF THE SHOW OPENED 
YESTERDAY IN LONDON. 
BETTER RESULTS THAN USUAL—SOME OF 

THE BEST WORKS TO BE SEEN—FINE 
WORK DONE BY WOMEN. 
By Commercial Cable from Our Own Cor- 
respondent. : 

Lonpon, April 29.—There may be wars 
and rumors of wars on every side, ques- 
tions of grave portent debated night by 
night in the House, a royal progress ina 
sister isle, a royal marriage in prospect, 
and a dull season in perspective, but none 
of these things weigh heavily on a certain 
class of London society so soon as Lent 
draws to a close and Eastertide dawns 
upon them. Not that they are so spiritu- 
ally minded as to observe fasts and feasts 
with due reverence—far from it—but that 
with Easter comes also the one great event 
of the art year, the opening of the Royal 
Academy. The artists’ colonies of London 
have long played an important part in 
what is termed ‘society,’ and even that 
discriminating writer, the ‘** Foreign Resi- 
dent,” who prates so glibly on London’s 
“shibboleth” of politicians, statesmen, 
nobles, poets, fair ladies and professional 
beauties, dares not omit members of the 
“‘brotherhood of the brush.’’ While for 
the closing two weeks of Lent the ‘‘ world,” 
headed by royalty, pays them respectful 
homage, waits upon them graciously, and 
caresses them with soft speech and fiatter- 
ing criticisms; for does not each one of 
the 40 Royal Academicians and each one of 
the Associates controla limited number of 
private view tickets for the Royal Acad- 
emy, to be disposed of as they will, and to 
be absent from that high function is to 
write one’s self down as an outsider and 
unknown in the high artistic world. 

It seems to be the private opinion of the 
critics, so far as I can gather it to-day, 
that the exhibition this year is better than 
usual. Certainly it is vastly superior to 
the Grosvenor exhibition. One of the 
most notable features of it is the large 
number of women who have done really 
fine work, which is by no means fem- 
inine in character. Scarcely less nota- 
ble are the number of Academicians and 
at least two Associates who paint very 
badly. Mr. Orchardson is king this year, 
as he was last, and close after him comes 
Mr. Tadema, whose ** Homer’ is about the 
best thing he has done, with its faces of 
the highest order and its marble arrange- 
ment reminding one of his ‘* Sappho.” 
The best portraits are Mr. Holl’s of Wilson 
Barrett and Mr. Herkomer’s of Miss Grant, 
No. 360. No new genius has risen to startle 
the world, or if one has risen the com- 
mittee has kept him out. But Joseph 
Knight's landscape, No. 605; Mr. Water- 
house’s *‘ St. Eulalia,’’ Mr. Blair Leighton’s 

“Secret of David,” Mrs. Murray’s poetic 
landscape, ‘“ Last Leaves;’’ Mr. Hacker's 
*‘ Fisherman’s Wife,” and Stock’s luminous 
study, “School Children,” are on a level, 
which the Academy would be fortunate if 
it could make its own. The numerous 
works of Mr. Graham and Mr. Macwhirter 
are uniformly/ fine, and Mr. Davis has a 
study of cart horses in the sunset light, 
No. 891, which is admirably done. The 
Hanging Committee have made fewer ob- 
vious blunders than usual, and the two 
new rooms are well adapted to the purpose 
tor which they were designed. The oil 
exhibits number 1,160. The grand total of 
works is 2,134. 

The courtly and courteous President, 
Sir Frederick Leighton, sends four exhib- 
_its—a large decorative frieze representing 
“*Music,”’ a companion to the “ Dancing” 
exhibited two years ago, and designed for 
the same West End drawing room; a por- 
trait of little Lady Sibyl Primrose, the 8- 
year-old daughter of Lord and Lady Rose- 
bery, and included init a most realistic por- 
trait of her wax doll; a portrait idealized to 
which he gives no name, only this motto 
from Keats, ‘‘Serenely wandering in a 
trance of sober thought;”’ a subject sketch 
called “‘Pheebe,’”’ and a charming profile 
sketch of the same model. 

J. KH. Millais, R. A., sends two subject 
pieces and three portraits. No. 212, “The 
Buling Passion,’’ represents an ornithol- 
ogist lying upon a couch, surrounded by 
his family, to whom he is showing his 
favorite stuffed birds of bright and for- 
eign plumage. This ‘happy thought” has 
given Mr. Millais an opportunity of dis- 
playing his most brilliant painting, while 
the introduction of his little grandson’s 
face of scarcely 3 years old forms an 
added charm. No. 859, ‘‘The Orphans,” is 
another subject piece most delightful and 
graceful. In portraits he sends ‘* Lady 
Peggy Primrose,” daughter of Lord and 
Lady Rosebery and the little sister of Sir 
Frederick Leiehton’s Lady Sibyl, a fine 
half-length of Mr. Gladstone in his Oxford 
robes, and a portrait of Mr. Simeon Fraser. 

E. J. Poynter, R. A., contributes but one 
canvas, called by the same name as his pict- 
ure of last year—No. 322, ** Diadumené’’— 
a full-length picture of a nude figure, the 
title signifying the action in which she is 
engaged, that of binding her hair with 
golden fillets as she steps from her bath. 
To the new water-color room, one of the 
two rooms opened this year, Mr. Poynter 
sends a charming picture study called 
“ Arabian Nights.” It breathes of Eastern 
spices, warmth, and color, though in reality 
it is a eorner of his “‘ garden fair,” at Vent- 
nor, in the Isle of Wight. 

L. Alma-Tadema, R. A., delights us all 
once more, as only he can, in his masterly 
exhibit. No. 276 is “‘ A Reading of Homer.”’ 
Like his **Sappho,”’ it is steeped in poetry 
and archaic grace and freedom, and calls 
to mind, as it rivals, his former triumphs 
in Grecian history and legend. He sends 
also a portrait of his youngest daughter, 
Anna, in a quaint and esthetic garb. His 
daughter, in her turn, exhibits for the first 
time in the water-color department, while 
Mrs.'Tadema sends us a characteristically 
dainty child subject in oil called ‘ Self- 
Help.” 

EK. Armitage, R. A., contributes three 
exhibits. No. 792, acolossal subject piece— 
the largest canvas in the exhibition, in fact 
—is called ‘‘ After the Arena.’ The scene 
is laid in the catacombs of Rome in the 
early days of Christianity. Through an 
opening in the ground above the body of 
a martyr is being lowered into the tombs 
for burial. His mother and kinspeople 
stand by to receive it, while the gloom 
and darkness 1s illumined by a long ray of 


sunshine that comes through the aperture 
and strikes across thedead body and grief- 
stricken group. A smaller subject—No. 
231—he calls * Arcadia,” daiaty in Spring 
sunshine and coloring, the flickering leaves 
throwing tender shadows across the two 
nude figures as they approach the dancing 
stream under the forest trees. 

R. Ansdell, R. A., exhibits two of his 
customary animal subject pieces—*‘*A 
Highland Mether,.” and “A Slackened 
Girth ;” neither is specially noteworthy. 

Mr. John Pettie sends six exhibits, three 
of which are subject pictures. No. 239, 
“ Challenged ; or, The Morning After,” is a 
scene suggested by Othello: “ I remember 
a mass of things but nothing particular, a 


quarrel but nothing wherefore. Oh that | 





men should put an enemy in their mouth 
to steal away their brains!” There are two 
scenes from the ‘School for Scandal,” 
‘“Charles Surface Selling his Ancestors,” 
and the interview between Sir Peter and 
Lady Teazlese when he says to. her, 
* Zounds! Madam, you had no taste when 
you married me,” and she with a wicked 
smile and malicious curtsey replies, ‘‘ Very 
true, Sir Peter.” Of portraits he sends 
three. No. 1.077, one of Mr. Bret Harte. a 
fine pievte of work and an excellent like- 
ness; one of Mr. J. EK. Morton, a. brother- 
in-law of Wilham Black, and one of Mr. J. 
G. Orchar, whose remarkable physiog- 
nomy lends fine scope to an artist’s love of 
character. 

_ T. Faed, R. A., contributes but two sub- 
jects. No. 225, “When the Children are 
Asleep ;” the interior of a Scottish cottage 
with a “box bed” in the background, 
where lie the two curly-headed * bairns” 
fast asleep, one with a rosy-cheeked apple 
half hidden under the pillow. The sweet 
*“*-house mother’”’ sits by the wide hearth, 
wh: re the unseen firelight plays upon her 
bended head. She is reading a book of 
border ballads, forgetting the cares of the 
day in the stirring poetry of old romance. 
No. 150, a smaller canvas, is called ‘*‘ Merely 
by Accideni,”’ a rustic: beauty sitting be- 
side ‘“‘a sandy, stony, mossy scaur’’ mak- 
ing repairs in her toilet, which her 
scramble on tife hills for wild flowers has 
disarranged. 

Sir John Gilbert, R. A., sends two pict- 
ures, both subject pieces. ‘A Standard 
Bearer’ represents a full-length figure, in 
the costume of the seventeenth century, 
holding a ecririson and gold banner ard 
leaning aginst an oak wainscot: behind 
himis a wall hung with tapestry. No. 
869, ‘*‘ A Gypsy Encampment,” represents 
a knight in armor, with his esquire, talking 
to the gypsy girls; behind him stand the 
half ore gypsy men; the background 
is hilly and richly wooded, while the sun- 
set light is deepening into evening. 

Frank Holl, R. A., is more than ever 
successful in his exhibits, all portraits, 
but of extreme excellence, and surpassing 
his work of last year. He sends eight ex- 
hibits—Lord Hampton, (the late Speaker.) 
full length, life size, in gown and wig, a 
wonderful likeness, and irreproachabie in 
technique; Lord Dufferin, a half length, 
life size; Dr. Weir Mitchell, of Philadel- 
phia, life size, a happy, clever portrait of a 
man distinguished at home and abroad; 
the Bishop of Peterborough, Gen. Sir 
Arthur Lawrence, the Rev. H. Latham, 
W. T. Palmer, and a full length, life size, 
of Wilson Barrett as Hamlet. This latter 
picture, of which I have already spoken, 
must add immensely to Mr. Holl’s reputa- 
tion, so rich is the coloring, so subdued, 
harmonious, and thorough the workman- 
ship. 

J. E. Hodgson, R. A., contributes twe 
subject pieces, neither of which is likely 
to add to his reputation. No. 39, ‘*‘ Don 
Quixote and the Galley Slaves,”’ illustrates 
the moment when the crazy knight, after 
having liberated the convicts, bids them 
take up their broken chains and carry 
them to the city of Toboso, there to lay 
them at the feet of the lady Dulcimer. 
No. 265, ‘“*The Queen—God Bless Her,”’ 
cannot fail, however, to touch a sympa- 
thetic chord in all hearts; it is an incident 
of the Soudan; two English soldiers, one 
in the uniform of the camel corps, the 
other in that of the infantry, are sitting 
alone in the dreary desert, their day’s 
march over, and drinking a health from 
their water bottles to their Queen. 

P. H. Calderon, KR. A., sends five can- 
vases, all subject pieces save one, a half- 
length portrait of Mrs. Rouse standing by 
her piano just touching the keys with her 
finger tips. No. 295, ** Andromeda,” is a 
somewhat hackneyed subject treated 
freshly and vigorously. ‘‘ Dawn—Hark 
the Lark at Heaven’s Gate,’”’ is a life-size 
symbolical figure, painted as a companion 
to his ‘“‘ Night” of last year, and for the 
same gentleman, Mr. John Aird, of Sua- 
kin-Berber Railway fame. ‘‘ The Rivulet’”’ 
is an indefinite title for a nude figure seat- 
ed in a wooded dell beside an urn, from 
which issues a stream of water, and No. 
940, ‘“‘ The Maid of Langollen,” is a lovely 
ideal picture, life size, of a charming 
maiden seated by arushing torrent, with 
mountain mists drifting about her. 

G. F. Watts, R. A., sends but one exhibit, 
a portrait, reserving his ideal picture, 
**Love and Life,’’ for the Grosvenor Gal- 
lery, which he has painted as a pendant to 
his ** Love and Death,” now on exhibition 
in America. 

W. Q. Orchardson, R. A., sends one ex- 
hibit, but, like his *‘ Napoleon” and “ Vol- 
taire,” it isa masterpiece. Itisa very large 
canvas, presenting Mme. Récamier and 
her salon, and embraces portraits of 
many of the brilliant wits and savants of 
that day: Mme. de Stael, Lucien Bona- 
parte, Talleyrand, Brillat Savarin, Duc 
de Montmorency, Canova, Metternich, 
and the poet de Lille. Itis No. 172. 

W. F. Yeames, R. A., exhibits two sub- 
ject pieces, No. 67, ‘‘Mais ce n’est qu’un 
enfant!’ and No. 260, ‘‘ Dessert.’’ The first 
was suggested by an episode in Marryat’s 
‘Peter Simple,” in the time of the wars 
between England and Napoleon. The sec- 
ond is a pretty girl holding a tray of fruit 
and looking up invitingly. 

J. Sant, R. A., who is painter in ordinary 
to her Majesty, sends three portraits and 
an idealized head of a little girl called 
‘* Buttercups and Daisies.’’ The portraits 
include Mrs. Sandbach Parker; Daisy, 
daughter of Mr. Preston; Geraldine, 
daughter of Mr. Massey, and a Miss Taylor. 

George Leslie, KR. A., exhibits twe sub- 
ject pieces, ** Perennials’? and ‘“* The Whis- 
pering of the Leaves.” 

Briton Riviere, R. A., again asserts his 
claim as areally great artist in his four 
exhibits of this year. Two of these are 
very large canvases, No. 24, ‘* The Shee 
Stealer,” and No. 231, ‘*‘ Vee Victis;’”’ bot 
are full of strength and vigor, and in both 
Mr. Riviere has stepped outside of his 
usual manner. In the pathetic ‘After 
Naseby”’ we have yet another vein of his 
genius, while in ‘* Stolen Kisses’’ he returns 
again to his favorite child and dog subject. 

W. P. Frith, R. A., in his present exhib- 
its, recalls the days of his ‘‘ Derby”’ and 
“Railway Station’’ triumphs, and those 
who know his comprehensive scope and 
careful, conscientious work will welcome 
his chief picture--No. 195—with great pleas- 
ure. ‘‘John Knox at Holyrood” is the 
subject. He has seized the moment when 
the stern preacher, ordered forth by the 
Queen, leaves her with these words of 
scorn and warning: ‘ Ah, fair ladies, how 
pleasant were this life of yours if it would 
last * * * but fie on that knave Death, 
who will seize on these bodies of yours, be 
they never so fair and tender! * * * 
Where will your Hddling and flinging be 
then ?” The Queen is seated within the lit- 
tie closet known as Rizzio’s; by her side is 
Darnley, and in the outer room are gath- 
ered her ladies and gentlemen of the Court. 
Added to this he has a portrait of Mrs. 
Alfred Pope, and a subject picture, ‘‘ The 
Old, Old Story.” 

F. Goodall, R. A., sends three subject 
pieces, No. 345, ‘‘ An Isolated Village;” 
No. 442, ‘‘Gordon’s Last Messenger,”’ and 
an ideal religious picture representing the 
descent of the Holy Spirit upon the Child 
Jesus. For this last he uses l'arrar’s words 
as a motto—‘* Unseen, save in the beauty 
of heaven, but yet covered with silver 
wings, and with its feathers like gold, the 
Spirit of God descended like a dove and 
rested from infancy upon the Holy Child.” 
The village picture is a large study ofa 
Nile inundation, and 1s most lovely in 
effect. 

Edwin Long, R. A., despite his last Cro- 
tean pictures, contributes yet another 
Eastern exhibit and several portraits. 

Vicat Cole, R. A., sends this year two 
landscapes, ‘“‘lffey Mill.’”’ near Oxford, 
and ‘‘Days Leck, Dorchester ;’’ both studies 
on the Thames, but lacking somewhat of 
the painter’s elear and delicate technique. 

H. 8. Marks, R. A., is, as ever, most ribs - 
nalin one at least of his three exhibits. 
No. 30 is *‘ A Good Story;’’ No. 348, “A 
Lecture on Parrots,’ (decidedly his best.) 
and ** At the Print Seller’s.”’ 

J. C. Horsley, R. A., contributes two por- 
traits, one of his two daughters, the other 
of Mr. Norman Shaw, the architect. 

So much for the Academicians. Of the 
Associates, who come even closer in artistic 
ability to the 42 ‘“‘immortals” than the 
in the types on the list, Mr. George 
Boughton, A. R. A., is the best known in 
America, where engravings from his Puri- 
tan gtudies are in every window, and 
where his magazine drawings are a never- 
ending delight. His single exhibit, No. 
663, 1s a larger canvas than usual. Its sub- 
ject is ‘‘ Milton Visited by Andrew Max- 
well,” the scene being a bench outside the 
house, where the bling old master, seated 
beside his daughter, receives a group of 
five admirers, of whom Maxwell is fore- 
most. To my mind it is the best thing Mr. 
Boughton has ever done, and that seems 
to be the opinion of all to-day. 

Val C. Prinsep, A. R. A., who is proud of 
being an all-round painter and dreads the 
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} \ Freors. shows four pictures 
which certainly have no trace of man- 
nerism. Between his ‘* Scene at Benares,”’ 
No. 91, and his * Saturday Night,” No. 704, 
the very poles of painting stretch—the 
one an Indian exterior, with tropical air 
which one can feel, and tropical scarlets 
and yellows of female dress which almost 
make the eye ache; the other a homely 
cotter’s porch, where an English peasant 
child watches its mother dance in open- 
mouthed astonishment, and all is as cool 
and gray and British as a London fog 
itself. Both are delightful. Mr. Prinsep 
has also a large portrait and a small Hin- 
du study. 

Luke Fildes, A. R. A., has a great Vene- 
tian scene—No. 559—similar in idea to that 
of last year, but even better in execution. 
The scheme of color is daring in the ex- 
treme, and only the consummate art which 
has made this young man one of the fore- 
most painters of England could win with 
it. But that it is successful no one whe 
hears the comments of the day can doubt. 
There are 14 figures crewded on the can- 
vas, which still seems roomy, the most 

rominent being two finely contrasted 

enetian beauties gossiping at the blue 
water’s edge. 

Marcus Stone, A. R. A., has a single pict- 
ure—**The Gambler’s Wife,” No. 18—one 
of those sweet, old-fashioned story. pict- 
ures of his which seem commonplace at 
first glanee, and grow at last upon one 
through pleased study to be prime favor- 
ites. A young wife sits in the garden 
shade alone in anguish at the scene which 
we too can see on the distant lawn, where 
a card party of elegant gentlemen have a 
fortune at stake. 

Citief among the contributions of Colin 
Hunter, A. R. A., is a great portrayal of 
the Niagara Rapids—great in more senses 
than one, for it is a dozen feet wide by 
half as many high, and is, besides, one of 
the sensations of the day. It is one wild, 
foaming mass of rushing water painted 
with marvelous force aud skill. 

The sole work of Frank Dicksee. A. R. A., 
is entitled ‘‘Chivalry”—a distressed maiden 
lashed to a tree and gazing upon a knight 
who has just destroyed her persecutor— 
not up to much. 

Henry Woods, A. R. A., has three Vene- 
tian subjects, the largest of which, No. 259, 
is called “A Fisherman’s Courtship,” and 
shows a girl spinning with a curious distaff 
on some steps and listening to the old, old 
story amid an environment of color which 
seems too lovely to be true. This latter 
and his other pictures are among the most 
charming works in the exhibition. 

Hubert Herkomer, A. R. A., has several 
canvases, notably his portrait of Miss 
Kate Grant, concerning which much has 
been said of his departure from color and 
all known contrasts. There is a portrait 
of Sir Watkins Wynn, member of Parlia- 
ment; a portrait of William Sandbach, 
aud two subject pieces—No. 1,142, ‘‘ Hard 
Times of 1883,”” and ‘“‘ Found.” Mr. Her- 
komer’s striking portrait of Briton 
Riviere was not finished in time for this 
season’s Academy. 

J. B. Burgess, A. R. A., comes to us again 
with one of his ever-welcome Spanish 
types. No. 106—‘‘ Per l’Amor di Dios,” 
or Spanish beggars at a church door—is 
a subject peculiarly adapted to his charm 
of color and characteristic rendering. 

P. R. Morris, A. R. A., contributes one 
large subject—No. 757, ‘‘ The Presentation 
of the First Prince of Wales to the People 
in Carnoven Castle’—and two smaller 
ones—" The Sisters’? and ‘‘ Love the Con- 
queror’’—besides a ‘* Portrait of Children.” 

G. A. Storey, A. R. A., has chosen the 
same subject as that of the twin pictures 
now exhibited in Bond-street by Mr. 
Long—‘ The Five Beauties of Crotona’—. 
ae Zeuxis for his picture of Helen. 

B. W. Leader, A. R. A., sends three ex- 
quisite landscapes, painted with that pecu- 
liar delicacy and insight into nature to 
which he can justly lay claim. No. 555— 
*Hedgerow Elms on Hillocks Green’’—is 
a true English landscape in the Valley of 
the Severn, with the Malvern Hills in the 
distance. Sheep sleep in the foreground 
under the shade of tall elms, and happy 
children gather dog roses from the hedges. 
“The Old Hollyhead Road Through North 
Wales” and “A Worcestershire Lane After 
a Summer Shower” complete his exhibits. 

Among the eutsiders, 8. E. Waller and 
Haynes Williams rank as bigh as any, and 
their pictures this year will not lack 
admirers. Mr. Waller's, No. 823, is like all 
his others—a study of horses and people 
in the old days of top coats, boots, and 
perukes, the scene being a village inn, with 
fresh coach horses ready against the ar- 
rival of the lumbering vehicle seen in the 
distance, and a young widow waiting to 
bid her little sailor son good-bye. Mr. 
Williams sends a pretty Spanish picture— 
**An Interruption to the Dance,” No. 803. 

J. R. Wenglin hasan Atbenian subject, 
‘“ ora; or, the Swingirig Feast,’ and 
David Carr a bit of Devonshire life, ‘* In 
the High Street of Beer.” Tristan Ellis 
sendsa delightful sketch of Portuguese 
fisher boats running for harbor. 

Mr. Linton’s long-talked-of picture, the 
‘* Wedding of the Duke of Albany,” com- 
manded by the Queen at a price of 1,000 
guineas, is also exhibited at Burlington 
House. Mr. Linton has taken his view of 
the pageant from the organ loft of St. 
George’s Chapel as the bride and groom 
have turned from the altar, thus differing 
from Mr. Frith’s marriage picture of the 
Prince of Wales. Mr. Linton’s picture is 
for Windsor Castle, Mr. Frith’s hangs in 
Buckingham Palace. 

Mrs. Butler, conspicuous for so long by 
her regretted absence, sends this year a 
very striking canvas, No. 1,081; ‘‘ After 
the Battle” is her much-talked-of Tel-el- 
Kebir picture; but, like many others, it 
must wait for a more critical and careful 
study. 

Mr. R. Lehmann sends several good por- 
traits, notably of the Karl and Countess of 
Ellesmere, Viscountess Newark, and Dr. 
Priestley. His excellent portrait of Brown- 
ing is destined for the Grosvenor Gallery. 
Mr. Lehmann has also prepared by request 
some extremely clever pencil heads for the 
forthcoming Inventories Exhibition; they 
are seven in number grouped in one frame; 
Joachim, Moscheles, Heller, Mme. Schu- 
mann, Meyerbeer, Liszt, and Verdi. 

Herbert Smaltz sends one subject pict- 
ure, ‘Sir Launcelot Riding Away trom 
Elaine.” 

* And yet he glanced not up, nor waved his hand, 

Nor bade farewell, but sadly rode away.” 

Mr. A. Burke exhibits some charming 
landscapes, and Mrs. Jopling sends a por- 
trait of Col. Bridges, with two subject can- 
vases, “Broken Off; or, Rich Gifts Wax 
Poor when Givers Prove Unkind,”’ and 
“Salome.”’ 

In sculpture we have Boehm, Woolner, 
Count: Gleichen, and Hamo Thornycroft, 
whose several exhibits must wait a later 
critical letter. 

Among the American pictures are two 
by Morton, but both are badly hung. They 
are worthy examples. Mr. Sargent sends 
a striking portrait ofalady. itis rather 
hard, but itis extremely interesting. Mr. 
Bridgman has a smail Oriental study, 
which is not, I think, up to the mark. Mr. 
Brown bas a characteristic representation 
of a bootblack in his happiest vein. Mr.

WHY A LOUISIANA SKNATOR IS DISSATIS- 
FIED WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, April 29. — Louisiana's 
junior United States Senator, the Hon. James 
Biddle Eustis, left here for New-York last mght, 
whence he wiil sail for Europe to join his family 
in Italy. In the few days that he was here he 
was quite free in his criticism of President 
Cleveland. Hesaid: ** You can say for me, and 
you cannot put 1t too strong, that in my judg- 
‘ment Mr. Cleveland thus far, from a Democratic 
standpoint, bas been a conspicuous and humili- 
ating failure. It is right and proper to 


observe a careful, discriminating, and ju- 
aicious exercise of the Executive franchise, 
On this and with due regard and adherence to 
the rules of civil service reform, I am free to 
admit, depends the substantial success of the 
new Administration. But the half-hearted man- 
ner in which the President has been pursuing 
the important work of placing in the bands of 
trusted, capable, and efficient representatives of

SUNK IN THE TAPPAN ZEE. 


A GALE ON THE HUDSON CAUSES THE LOSS 
OF TEN CANAL BOATS. 

Since Srnec, April 29.—A strong gale of 
wind swept along the Hudson about 2 o’clock 
this afternoon which lashed the river into fury 
and made the waves out in the Tavpan Zee run 
from 10 to 15 feet high. At that hour the large 
sidewheel tugboat Oswego appeared off this 
place with about a dozen bosts in tow. They 
were a)l canal boats loaded with coal, except one 
barge, which did not seem to be loaded. Mr. 
Franklin Brandeith, of this place, who watched 
the boats through a large telescope, told a 
TIMES correspondent the following story: 
“I first discovered that the hauser  be- 
tween the Oswego and the tow was broken, 
or had been let loose, and the boats 
were floundering about inthe sea. Presently a 
propeller having some brick barges in tow came 
down past Croton Point and went to the assist- 
ance of the canal boats, after taking her own 
boats to the Oswego. which proceeded on down 
the river with them, being unable on account of 
her size to do anything for the others. On the 
canal boats the greatest confusion was evident. 
The Captains and hands were trying to save their 
effects, and having pe emptied one 
boat of its load of coal, they all suc- 
ceeded in getting aboard it. Being lighter 
than the others, it rode the sea _ bet- 
ter. First two, then three, and finally seven 
of the coal boats sank. The barge was towed 
to Rockland, opposite this place, where it 
grounded. The tug then returned to the 
canal boat, on which twenty-odd men had taken 
refuge, took them allon board, and proceeded 
with them down the river, evidently intending 
to overhaul the Oswego between here and New- 
York and again take her own tow of brick 
barges.”’ 

The boats had no communication with this 
shore, and the only information to be bad was 
from Mr. Brandeith and one or two others who 
were eye witnesses of the affair. So tar as they 
could make out with their glasses no lives were 
lost. The boats sunk in about 50 feet of water. 





ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

ScrRANTON, Penn., April 29.—Interest in 
the trial of Evan Davis for the murder of his 
brother-in-iaw, David James, was renewed in 
the courtroom to-day, when Susanna James, 
the 12-year-old daughter of the murdered man, 
was called to testify against the prisoner. At- 
torney Edwards, counsel for the defense, ob- 
jected to the child giving testimony on account 
of her tender age, but Judge Hand overruled 
the objection after ascertaining from the girl 
that she understood the nature of an oath. The 
child stood the ordeal remarkably well, and 
won the sympathy of the large audience as she 
toid the bei story of her father’s death. She 
said she saw Davis strike her father with an axe, 
after which her father reeled and fell. The wit- 
ness added that she then ran up to Davis and 
asked him why he had killed her father, 
His answer was that he was only joking. 
The child was not cross-examined. he court 
stenographer then read the statement of Mrs. 
Quinn, who was an eye witness of tne killing, 
but is retained at home by sickness. It corrobo- 
rated the statement of her husband, who saw 
the blow struck. The Commonwealth then 
rested and several witnesses were called for the 
defense to show that James was a man of 
violent temper. It was claimed for the prisoner, 
Evan Davis, that he was of a timid and excitable 
nature. A policeman named Lewis testified that 
on the morning of the killing he met the prison- 
er, who had a cut over the eye, and from whose 
breast a large piece of flesh had been bitten ina 
struggie. After arguments by the attorneys 
ana an elaborate charge 3! udge Hand, the 
case was given tothe jury late this afternoon. 
The verdict is awaited with great anxiety by the 
numerous friends of Davis and his victim,

THE SECOND OF THE READINGS AT THE 
MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

The spectacle of authors coming out 
from benind the masks of their books and in the 
glare of a theatre’s frootlights, reading extracts 
from the aforesaid masks, filled the Madison- 
Square Theatre in every nook and corner yes- 
terday afternoon when the second matinée of 
authors’ readings in aid of international copy- 
right took place. The audience was largely 
composed of women, who might have been sup- 
posed to be attracted by mere curiosity, had 
they not shown such hearty appreciation of all 
that was good in tne entertainment. If seeing 
writers interested them they had ample oppor- 
tunity for satisfaction, for after an overture 
had floated softly down from the mysterious re- 
sions above the proscenium arch, the footlights 
were turned up and the curtain rose apse | 
an assemblage of literary workers who are wel 
known to all readers of good periodicals. In the 
ceatre sat Assistant Bishop Potter, who pre- 
sided over the exercises, and around bim were 
grouped W. D. Howells, John Boyle O’Reilly, 
the Rev. Drs. Howard Crosby and Lyman Ab- 
bott, George ny Eggleston, George Parsons 
Lathrop, R. V. Johnson, H. C. Bunner, R. K. 
Munkittrick, Prof. Charles Carroll. H. H. Boye- 
sen, Dr. Edward Eggleston, Charles De Kay, 
Courtland Palmer, the Rev. Robert Collyer, and 
a little later the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 

The Assistant Bishop opened the proceedings 
in a brief but pointed speech. Hespoke of the 
curiosity which the people naturally had in re- 
gard to the personality and private life of au- 
thors, The present occasion afforded an oppor- 
tunity to gratify that curiosity in a measure. 
The day bad a deeper significance, however. In 
afew terse sentences Dr. Potter presented the 
need and justice of an international copyright 
law and asked those who heard him to use their 
influence whenever and wherever possible to 
secure it. He then introduced the first author 
of the day. This was John Boyle O'Reilly, a 
well-built gentleman, with a large round head 
sparsely covered with black hair, a pair of fine 
black eyes, which he had a curious trick of shut- 
ting very tight from time to time as he read, 
and a luxuriant black mustache. Mr. O’Reilly 
tucked his thumb into his trousers pocket and, 
turning slowly from side to side, read some of 
his epigrams and a social study in verse, called 
* The City Streets.” Thenext reader was W. D. 
Howells, who announced that, having read a 
chapter from an unpublished novel on the pre- 
vious day, he would go a step further and read a 
selection from an unwritten one. He produced 
some small sheets of manuscript, written in a 
large hand, and read a chapter detailing the suf- 
ferings of a too kind-hearted clergyman visited 
by a country youth whose feeble attempts at 
poetry he had rashly encouraged. Ff. Hopkinson 
Smith told two tales of Southern life, of which 
he frankly admitted that the dress alone was 
his. Prof. Charles Carroll read from proof 
sheets an unpublished story by Frank R. Stock- 
ton. It gave the history of a Prince who, mar- 
ried while blindfolded, and afterward asked to 
pick his bride from a row of beauties, was un- 
able to tell whether it was one who smiled upon 
him or one who frowned. The Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher came next with two selections 
from the * Star Papers”—" Pleasures of Being a 
Public Man” and **The Dandelion and I.” Mr. 
Beecher seemed ill at ease with a book in his hand, 
The receipts of the two matinées amount to 
about $1,500.

AN AUCTION SALE IN CHARLES R, THORNE’S 
OLD HOME,

Shortly after Mr. Thorne’s death his widow was 
married to the artist, Francisco A. Marra, and 


the house in Fifty-third-street was rented tfur- 
nished. Mrs. Marra has now decided to go to 
Paris to live, and with this object in view she 

laced the furniture and bric-d-brac in her 

ouse in the hands of H. B. Herts & Sons, auc- 
tioneers, for disposal, and the sale began at 11 
o’clock yesterday morning. About 200 ladies 
and a score of men attended the sale, the latter 
being mostly dealers in second-hand furniture. 
The ladies bid with the usual rapidity of their 
sex, but also with their usual caution, startin 
low and advancing but little on their origina 
figure. The result was that everything of value 
was ee by the men at very low prices, and 
most of the articles of any value will probably 
make their appearance in some second-hand 
store soon and be sold for double or treble the 
amount paid for them. 

The house, which is a five-story brownstone- 
front. was filled from basement to roof with ele- 
rant furniture and rare articles which Mr. 
‘norne had purchased abroad. It was estimated 
that the original cost of the furnishings was up- 
ward of $15,000, and the entire sale yesterday 
netted but about $5 . . The greatest interest 
was shown in the dead actor’s bed chamber, 
which was in the second story, back, and com- 
municated through a bathroom with a front 
sitting room.

The actor’s rich mahogany bedstead, with brass 
mountings, elaborately carved on the foot- 
board and upholstered in French cretonne at 
the head, was sold to Maurice King for $175. 
The same gentleman paid the same price fora 
rich mahogany bureau to match the bedstead, 
surmounted by a circular mirror hung with 
brass chains. 

A visible lever movement clock and two vases, 
which stood on the mantelpiece, were knocked 
downin one lot for $26. A steel engraving of John 
Kemble as Cato brought $3, and one of Macready 
as Werner brought $2 25. Both these engravings 
are rare pictures. Two canary-colored Dresden 
jars brought $20 each, and an ormolu 21-day 
clock and two candelabra were sold in one lot 
for $384. Two daggers which had been used by 
Mr. Thorne on the stage brought $1 2h each, 
and a gold lacquered bric-d-brac stand was sold 
for $20. rosewood upright pianoforte was 
disposed of for $300.

G. Hall, Jr., Bryant Lindley, Frederick Weekes, 

and T. H. Howard were among those who helped 

make the boys happy. 





THE GRAIN MARKET EXCITED. 
The grain market was very much ex- 
cited yesterday over the European war rumors, 
and brokersin the Produce Exchange were un- 


usually active and noisy. The excitement 
continued almost from the opening until the 
close of the Exchange. Prices advanced steadi- 
ly, although fluctuating somewhat. Wheat for 
May, June, and July delivery was taken freely 
at from 234 to 35g cents advance over the closing 
prices of Tuesday. June Wheat opened at 
$1 0334 and sold up to $106. Spot wheat ad- 
vanced about 8 centsa bushel. The aggregate 
sales on options for the day were about 10,000,000 
bushels. he price of corn advanced about 2 
cents and the price of oats about lcent. In 
spite of the activity in the grain market foreign 
buying orders were dull and shipping orders 
were scarce. Cablegrams announcing the ad- 
vance of Russian troops upon Herat were post- 
ed in the large trading room and eagerly read 
and discussed by members of the Exchange. 





AN OLD HOUSE GOES UNDER. 
The Sheriff has taken possession of the 
store of Benjamin Pike’s Son, dealer in optical 
goods, at No. 930 Broadway, on attachments in 


favor of the Wakefield Rattan Company for 

2,500; A. J. Post for $4,000, and J. Falconer for 

9,000. The firm is composed of Daniel Pike and 
his nephew, Arthur M. Pike. The business was 
started in 1804 in Wall-street by Benjamin Pike 
who died in 1863. Daniel Pike, who is over 
years of age, entered the house in 1846. The busi- 
ness was at No. 518 Broadway for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century, and the firm moved to No. 930 
Broadway in 1878 They havea stock nominally 
worth about $45,000, but it has been accumulat- 
ing for years and it is thought that it will scarce- 
ly cover the attachments. A. Boardman holdsa 
chattel mortgage on it for $5,000.

HEAVY WINDS AND RAIN, 


_o—————— 
CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE DONE IN THIS VI- 
CINITY AND ALONG THE COAST. 

Few days of March opened more dis- 
agreeably than did ‘yesterday. Snow and 
sleet fell and the air was raw and piercing. 
Overcoats of the thickest kind proved quite 
comfortable. The sky cleared during the morn- 
ing, but the wind increased in violence and 
blew a gale until after sunset. The maxi- 


mum velocity of the wind in this city was 
48 miles an hour, while at Sandy Hook it reached 
64 miles an hour. It blew violently all along the 
coast of the Middle States and New-England. 
The storm caused some havoc among the tele- 
graph wires along the coast and in the interior 
of this State. At the offices of the Western 
Union Company it was stated that wires 
were down here and there, but that 
no important communications had been lost. 
The high winds made the water in the Bay and 
rivers extremely rough, and nearly all of the 
emall harbor craft remained at their docks. 
The brick sloop Delaware, lying at Pier No. 2 
North River, was struck by an unusually heavy 
squall, which carried away her mast close to the 
deck. The schooner-yacht Haze, owned by the 
Hogan Brothers, of South-street, was driven 
ashore in the Sandy Hook Horseshoe. Two fish- 
ing schooners were also driven ashore in, the 
Horseshoe. 

The storm of Tuesday night was of unusual 
severity in Long Island, the wind at midnight 
blowing a perfect hurricane. Trees were up- 
rooted, and fences and telegraph poles blown 
down. On the north sideof the island roads 


were badly washed by the heavy rain. A num- 


-ber of small sailing craft along the Sound 


dragged their anchors and were grounded. The 
sloop Martha W. Corless, of Brooklyn, Capt. 
John Mitchell, capsized off Crab Harbor, North- 
port, at midnight and sank. The Captain, Pat- 
rick Mitchell, and Michael Smith are reported as 
having been drowned. The mate, Patrick Quin- 
lan, clung to the rigging and succeeded iu saving 
himself in the small boat. 


NeEwrTon, N. J., April 29.—A severe wind 
storm has prevailed in Sussex County for the 
last 24 hours, doing a large amount of damage 
to property. The tin roof of the Court House 
in this town was blown loose, and the roof of 
the public school building was badly damaged. 
Chimneys about town were leveled and trees 
blown down. In the country considerable dam- 
age was done to farm buildings, and fences in 
all sections were leveled to tne ground. In the 
adjoining county of Morris snow fell, covering 
the ground. 





HOW JUDGE COOLEY WAS DEFEATED. 

Detroit, Mich., April 29.—The official 
canvass of the recent judicial election held in 
this State has just been made with the following 
result: Thomas M. Cooley, Republican candi- 
date for Justice of the Supreme Court, réceived 


138,693 votes; Allen B. Morse, Democratic, 168,- 
625. Two Democratic candidates for iicgent of 
the State University, who were voted for at the 
same time, received 16,080 and 17,269 en 
respectively. The Prohibitionists adopted Judge 
Cooley as their nominee, but ran separate can- 
didates for Regents, who received 14,554 and 
14.940 votes, respectively. The result shows that 
Judge Cooley must have been cut by the Pro- 
hibitionists, an influential faction of whom 
opposed his nomination, and by the liguor 
element in the Republican Party, or by 
the old soldiers of whom Morse, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, was a comrade. It is 
probable that his deteat was due to a com- 
bination of all these sources, as it is known that 
large numbers of the best class of Democrats 
supported him, The falling off this Spring from 
the vote on Governor last Fall shows that the 
Republicans had 52,000 stay-at-homes, the Demo- 
crats 18,000, and the Prohibitionists 4,000. To the 
causes already mentioned and to the general 
apathy of the Republicans can be truthfully at- 
tributed the loss to our Supreme Bench of its 
ablest member and one of the most distin- 
guished jurists in ourcountry. It is rumored 
that Judge Cooley has already received very 
flattering offers of high position as counsel for 
great business and corporate interests. His 
present term does not expire till Jan. 1 next.

CYRUS W. MCORMICE’S BAGGAGE. 


THE RAILROAD COMPANY RESPONSIBLE FOR 
ITS VALUE, WITH INTEREST, 


A decision has just been rendered by tke 
Court of Appealsin a case which has been in liti- 
gation for 18 years, bas been tried four times in 
the Supreme Court, ard has been three times be- 
fore the Court of Appeals, and which is of inter- 
est to every person who travels by railroad. On 
March 11, 1862, Cyrus W. McCormick applied to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company at Phila- 
delphia for the transportation of himself and 
family to Chicago. Hetransferred his baggage to 
the baggage master and demanded checks for it, 
but these were refused on the ground that it was 
above the weight allowed. Mr. McCormick was 
told that he must pay an extra amount for his 
baggage before he could have his checks. He 
refused to do this and demanded the return of 
his baggage. This was refused on the ground 
that it could not be moved from the car be- 
fore the schedule time for starting the train. 

The baggage went on to Chicago and Mr, Mc- 
Cormick remained in Philadelphia. The follow- 
ing day hesaw the President of the road and 
secured an order from him for the delivery of 
his baggage at Pittsburg, but on his arrival there 
he found that it had gone onto Chicago. The 
station of the Pennsylvania Road at Chicago 
was struck by lightning and burned and with it 
Mr. McCormick's baggage. The trunks contained 
costly clothing and diamonds belonging to Mrs. 
McCormick, and in 1867 Mr. McCormick sued the 
company in the Supreme Court in this city 
to recover their value. The claim of his counsel 
was that the Pennsylvania Company had wrong- 
fully converted his property and were liable for 
its ful! value. The defense claimed that by ac- 
cepting the order for the delivery of his baggage 
at Pittsburg Mr. McCormick had reassumed 
eontrol over his property, and that the com- 
pany in any event was not ljable to him for the 
value of his wife’s jewels, which, according to 
the laws of Illinois, belonged to her personally. 

In the decision just rendered by Chief-Justice 
Ruger, in which al! the Judges of the Court of 
Appeals concur, it is held that tne case, as pre- 
sented by the evidence, shows an original 
wrongful detention of the plaintiff's property 
by the defendant, and a defeat, through the 
negligence or wiliful misconduct of the defend- 
ant and its servantsin carrying it beyond the 
point agreed on for its delivery, ot every effort 
on the part of the plaintiff to regain its posses- 
sion. The jewelry, itis held, constituted a part 
of the wife’s paraphernalia, the right of prop- 
erty in which, under the common law, was in 
the husband. The evidence tended to show that 
the’ property in question was purchased by the 
plaintiff ana given to his wife on their marriage, 
in 1858, previous to the passage of any statute in 
lilinois changing the common law relations as 
to the ownership of property existing between 
husband and wite. 

The Court of Apveals therefore sustains the 
reed of the Genera! Term, giving to the 

xecutors of the piaintiff the value of the 
property destroyed, with interest, which amounts 
in round numbers to about $18,000. During the 
long litigation in which’ this case has been in- 
volved Daniel D. Lord, E. W. Stougbton, Beach 
& Brown, George Harding, and Roscoe Conk- 
ling have appeared at different stages for the 

laintiff, and Judge Blatchford. Clarence A.

THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY CANNOT 

KEEP UP WITH HIS WORK. 

District Attorney Martine had been only 
ashort time in office when he was satisfied that 
with only two Judges sitting in the Court of 
General Sessions it would be impossible for him 
to dispose of the business of his own term, to 
say nothing of that left to him by his prede- 
cessor. The Grand Jury of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions became acquainted with the condi- 
tion of affairs in the District Attorney’s 
office, and made a presentment regarding 
it to Judge Rufus B. Cowing yesterday. 
The Grand Jury points out that during the last 
21 years the population of the city has nearly 


doubled, and the whole machinery for the de- 
tection and paeinmen of persons accused of 
offenses has been largely increased, while the 
criminal courts have remained substantially 
without change. The two parts of the Court of 
General Sessions are kept constantly engaged in 
the trial of offenders in actual custody. The 
Court of Over and Terminer, owing to the inade- 
quate provisions of court room, is only 
able to be in session four months in 
the year, and is barely able to _ dispose 
of jail cases. As a remedy for this evil 
the Grand Jury is of the opinion that another 
court room, adapted for the sitting of Part III. 
of the Court of General Sessions, should at once 
be provided. This courtis by law divided into 
three parts. It has three Justices, but only two 
court rooms, and only two parts of the court 
have ever been organized. The Grand Jury 
thinks the room now occupied by the Receiver 
ot Taxes on the first fioor of the court building 
should be transformed into an additional court 
room, and that other offices for the Receiver of 
Taxes should be provided in some building near 
the Controller’s office. 

Judge Cowing said yesterday that he and his 
associates, Recorder Smyth and Judge Gilder- 
sleeve, were perfectly willing to have another 
court room. They were aiso willing ‘to do any 
extra work that another court room might en- 
tail uponthem. Mr. Martine was anxious that the 
change should be made with as little delay as pos- 
sible. Under the present system the work cculd 
not be disposed of. It kept piling uv higher every 
day. Assistant District Attorney Nicoll made 
the following statement: ** From statistics care- 
fully prepared by the chief clerk of the District 
Attorney’s office we find that the average num- 
ber of indictments found annually by the Grand 
Jury is trom 3,600 to 4,000. As.the court 1s at 
present constituted not more than from 2,400 to 
2,600 can be disposed of. The pigeon holes of 
the District Attorney's office are being filled 
with indictments that should be got rid of at the 
rate of athousand or more a year. and the Dis- 
trict Attorney has constantly the mortification 
of hearing that the acceptance of bail almost 
amounts to an acquittal.”

A NEW UNITARIAN CONFERENCE. 

The Spring meeting of the New-York 
and Hudson River Conference of Unitarian and 
other Christian Churches was held yesterday 
afternoon and evening in All Souls’ Church, 
Fourth-avenue and Twentieth-street. The 
principal business was the organization of a 
State Conference, and to that end delegates 


from churches in the central and western part 
of the State were invited to attend. Mr. John 
Harsen Rhoades presided. The old Conference 
was dissolved, and a State body, to be known as 
the New-York State Conference of Unitarian 
Churches, was organized. Thecobject was stated 
to be to promote fellowship amon the 
churches, develop the missionary field, and 
diffuse knowledge of the principles of Unita- 
rianism throughout the State and parts adjacent. 
Temporary ofticers, who are to serve until the 
tirstannual meeting of the new organization in 
November, were chosen yesterday, as follows:

A VERDICT EXPECTED TO-DAY. 

The controversy between Artemas H. 
Holmes and ex-Senator Jerome B. Chaffee and 
David H. Moffatt, Jr., respecting 650 shares of 
Little Pittsburg mining stock was given to the 
jury yesterday. A sealed verdict was ordered to 
be handed in this morning. Judge Peckham 
charged the jury that the fact that the stock 
was capitalized at $20,000,000, which sum turned 
out to be excessive, was not an element in the 
ease, and that the only thing for them to de- 
termine was whether the detendants, when they 
said that the mining property was more valu- 
able than it was subsequently shown to be by 
test, said what they knew to be false. If they 
willfully told untruths for the purpose of in- 
ducing Mr. Holmes to buy stock they were

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FERDINAND MAYERON THE STAND 
ni eee 
CONFLICTING STATEMENTS AS TO THE CLAY- 
BURGH NOTE. 


All the evidence in the case of Ferdinand 
Mayer, on trial for perjury in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, was submitted yesterday. This 
morning the jurors will listen to the summing 
up and be sent out to find a verdict. In his 
cross-examination by Mr. Fellows yesterday 
Benjamin Mayer said that, although the firm of 
F. Mayer & Co. kept a letter covy book, it did 
not contain any of the letters written to Father- 
in-law Clayburgh. Benjamin said that he wrote 
to his father-in-law asking fora rerewalof the 
note, butthe firm kept no copy of the letter. 
The witness could not explain why Clayburgh 
wanted the note transferred toa printed form 
one year atter date, when he was willing to take 


a promise written on blank paper in the first 
place. Mr. Fellows read trom Benjamin’s testi- 
mony in the previous trial, wherein he said that 
he could not remember where he filied in the 
body of the note, whether it was at his home or 
at the store, before breakfast or after breakfast. 
The witness said that he had refreshed his mem- 
ory since that time, and with this explanation 
he was permitted to retire, 

Eli Pinalis, a nephew of F. Mayer, and former- 
ly in his employ, said that he frequently staid 
at his uncle’s house over night, and he remem- 
bered on one occasion, while at breakfast, of 
hearing Benjamin say that he could get a $10,000 
Joan from his father-in-law. Mr. Mayer said he 
would take 1t, and Benjamin went up stairs to 
get a printed note blank. He could not find 
one, and his father directed him to write a 
promise to pay on blank paper. This witness 
was spared the trouble of cross-examination. 

The courtroom was crowded with listeners 
when the accused, Ferdinand Mayer, settled 
himself in the witness chair and remarked that 
for four years previous to his failure he made 
$112,000 a year profit out of his real estate trans- 
actions. Hesaid that he putevery dollar of it into 
his firm. Mr. Mayer said that on the afternoon 
of Sept. 22, 1883, he was at Niblo’s Theatre, 
and when he went out to get some beer after the 
first act a man toid him that Bronner Brothers 
& Co., clothing merchants, had failed. He left 
the theatre and drove around town in a Carriage 
trying to find some other people who were in- 
terested. This was Saturday night, the 22d. On 
Monday, the 24th, two other firms failed—Levy 
Brothers and Sidenbach, Schwab & Co.—and 
this, so he said, forced him to go under also. He 
turned over to the Assignee all his real estate, 
amounting to $1,230,000. The stock of the firm 
amounted to over $400,000, He did not draw one 
dollar from his firm after he decided to make the 
assignment. 

In his cross-examination of the accused Mr. 
Fellows sought to show that, under an arrange- 
ment they all had of negotiating one another’s 
paper, Mayer was as much in the debt of the 
firmsto which he attributed his business down- 
fall as they were indebted to him. The transac- 
tions between them were largely an exchange of 
notes. Mr. Mayer said that at the previous trial, 
after the lithographer had testified that the form 
on which the Clayburgh pote was drawn had not 
been printed until one year after the date on the 
face of it, it struck him that omething was 
wrong. He talked it over with Benjamin. 

“Did you say,” asked Mr. Fellows, ** when you 
were recalled aiter the lithographer had testified, 
anything about having signed another note pre- 
vious to this one ?”’ 

“TI think I did,” answered the witness; ‘*I said 
something lke that.”* 

Mr. Fellows read from the stenographer's re- 
port of Mayer's testimony before Judge In- 
graham after the evidence of Arthur and Bon- 
neli had been put in. Nothing was said in it 
about two notes, but the witness said then that 
possibly he might have been mistaken; that he 
might have signed the note six months or more 
after the loan was made. The last thing before 
he left the witness stand in the other trial ne 
was asked if he had any other explanation to 
make, and he walked away with the remark that 
he was not a criminal on the gallows. He had 
nothing tosay. The more Mr. Fellows probed 
the witness on this point the more confused he 
got, until finally Judge Van Brunt said: 

** When did it first come to your mind that you 
pee. given Mr. Clayburgh two notes for this 

oan ?”’ 

“Two or three days after the close of the trial,” 
answered the witness promptly. 

“Then,” said Mr. Fellows, “*why did you say, 
not five minutes ago, that it occurred to you 
after the lithographer had testified and that you 
thought you spoke of it after you were recalled ?” 

Mr. Mayer undertook to explain that he didn’t 
mean exactly what he said. After the trial in 
talking the matter over with his son he said: 
“ Benny, we have made a big mistake about that 
note.” Then in talking the matter over to- 
gether they remembered all the circumstances. 
Mr. Mayer said that he did not know whether 
the first note could be found among the papers 
of his firm. He had never made any search for 
it, he said. Attorney Newcombe read from bis 
ciient’s previous testimony to show that before 
the lithographers testified he had said that it 
was his impression that the note to Clayburgh 
was written and not printed. 





STOLEN GOODS RECOVERED, 


BES OPP E: 
THE PROCEEDS OF SEVERAL ROBBERIES 
FOUND IN A TAILOR’S SHOP. 
During the present month an unusually 
large number of house robberies, perpetrated in 
the coolest manner in broad daylight, have oc- 
curred in the upper part of the city. The simi- 
larity of the plan adopted in each case convinced 
the police that they were committed by one gang 
of clever sneak thieves. A few days age Thomas 
Connors,alias Cooley, was arrested as he was com- 
ing out of a house in West Thirty-seventh-street 
withalarge quantity of silverware which he 
had stolen from the house. Another thief named 
Thomas Rogers, alias Murray. was arrested, and 
in his possession was $300 worth of jewelry. stolen 
from a house in Eighty-fourth-street. On Sun- 
day ex-Senator John J. Bradley reported that his 
residence, No. 41 East Sixty-eiehth-street, had 
been entered by a sneak thief, who had carried 
off $300 worth of jewelry. This thief was en- 
countered in Mrs. Bradiey’s bedroom by her 
son, a youth 14 years of age. An accurate de- 
scription of the thief was given by young Brad- 
ley, and on Monday night detectives arrested 
John McGovern, alias George Anderson, who 
says he lives at No. 344 West Thirty-second- 
street. This man was yesterday fully identified 
by Mr. Bradley’s son. He admitted his guilt. 
On April 18 the residence of Mr. Robert H. 
Packer, No. 696 Madison-avenue, was robbed of 
$1,200 worth of jewelry. The thief was sur- 
prised by one of the servants, but he escaped. 
Perry Kennelly, who “ye he lives at No. 490 
East One Hundred and Forty-third-street, was 
arrested on Monday and identified as the man 

seen by the servant in Mr. Packer’s house. 

Inspector Byrnes, having received information 
that Theodore E, Moeller, who keeps a small 
taiior’sshop in the basement of No. 244 East 
Thirtieth-street, was receiving and disposing of 
the property secured by this gang of thieves, 
made araidon the establishment on Tuesday 
night. Concealed between the mattresses of a 
bed was founda large quantity of silverware, 
jewelry, and clothing. Moeller was found suf- 
fering from rheumatism and was sent to Belle- 
vue Hospital, guarded by two detectives. A por- 
tion of the silverware was yesterday identified 
by Mr. Wheeler De F. Edwards as having been 
stolen from his residence, No, 107 West Forty- 
fifth-street, on April 9 Some of the wear- 
ing apparel was found to have been stolen 
from the home of Mr. Joseph Knox, No. 
124 East Twenty-fifth-street, on April 11. 
An opera glass belonging to Henry M. Dur- 
yea,a clerk of the Board of Education, which 
had been stolen at the same time, was also found 
in Moeller’s place. A servant in Mr. Knox’s 
house identified McGovern asa man she had gur- 
prised in the house on the day of the robbery. 
A portion of the silverware was identified by 
Mr. E. M. Gillette, of No. 25 West forty-fiftn- 
street, as having been stolen from bis house. 

McGovern and Kennelly were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Gorman, at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, and remanded for examination. 
Inspector Byrnes expects to have two other 
members of the gang in custody within a few 
days. In Moeller’s place were found over 150 
skeleton and house keys.

The funeral of Arthur Bent, the cornet- 
ist, took place yesterday at his home, No, 141 
East Forty-second-street. The Episcopal sery- 
ice was read by the Rev. Dr. Watkins, of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity.

The parlors and halls of the dead man’s home

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A BLAZE IN RAHWAY. 


THE OPERA HOUSE, AND OTHER BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED. 

The village of Rahway, N. J., suffered 
considerably from the fire which raged there 
yesterday morning. Nearly the entire biock 
fronting on Urban-street north of Elizabeth- 
avenue was consumed, and but for a heavy rain- 
storm the whole of the central portion of the 
village would undoubtedly have been destroyed. 
The flames lic up the country for miles around, 
and many persons from Elizabeth and other vil- 
lages drove down to witness the sight. The local 
fire department, consisting of a truck, three 
hose carts, and a rickety old hand-power engine, 
wus on hand promptly, and fora time seemed 
likely to gain contro! of the flames, but the 
water mains proved too weak for the necessary 
pressure. A matin bursted in a neighboring 
street, and the result was disastrous. 

The fire started in a large two-story brick 
building, owned and occupied by John Freeman 
as a carriage factory. There was a high wind 
biowing, and, with the decrease in the supply 
of water, the flames quickly enveloped the whole 
building and a small saw mili adjoining it. Then 
help was telegraphed for to Elizabeth, New- 
Brunswick, Newark, and Jersey City, and all 
but the last named pluced esgines and trucks 
on flat cars ready to go to the rescue. So much 
time was lost, however, thattheir coming would 
have been of no use, and the appeal was coun- 
termanded. 

Within 20 feet of the burning saw mill stood 
the Rahway Opera House, a large brick struct- 
ure. It was soon burning with the other build- 
ings. Streams were played on the walls from the 
roof of an adjoining three-story frame dwelling, 
but in less than 15 minutes the building had been 
gutted and a portion of the crumbling wall fell 
among the firemen, tearing a hole through 
the roof and breaking its way from floor to 
floor until it landed in the basement. Only 
one fireman was injured, and he not seriously. 
The house belonged to the owner of the 
carriage factory, who lived in it with his fami- 
ly. In their descent to the cellar the bricks 
passed directly through Mrs. Freeman's bed- 
room, where she was lying ili, expecting hourly 
to be confined. It is feared the shock to her 
system will prove fatal. She was taken to the 
Episcopal church near by. The carriage factory 
of Hatfield & Jackson, across the street from 
the opera house, had its front badly scorched, 
and & small frame cottage back of the Freeman 
tactory was burned, with almost everything it 
contained. Scarcely anything was saved from 
the opera house, but a dozen or more carriages 
were taken uninjured from the factory. 

The opera house was erected in 1874 by the 
late G. P. Gordon, and cost, exclusive of fit- 
tings, $41,000. Witn its contents the building 
was worth about $50,000. The insurance was 
only $10,000. It belonged to the Gordon estate, 
Mr. Freeman estimates the loss on his factory 
and saw mill at His dwelling was dam- 
aged about $2,000. is insurance is $17,500, The 
cottage in the rear of his factory was owned by 
John Helm. It was worth about $1,000, and was 
fuliy insured. The opera house will be rebuilt. 





THE SIX-DAY RACE, 


REFUSING THE ENTRIES OF ALL EXCKEPT 
SKILLED ROLLER SKATERS, 


Fourteen skilled competitors have been 
seiected for the 142-hours’ roller skating race, 
which will begin in Madison-Square Garden an 
hour after midnight on Sunday, May 10. Up to 
the close of business hours last evening 52 ap- 
plications for admission to the contest had been 
received, but the management weeded out all 
but experienced long-distance skaters on wheels. 
Five other men were notified that their names 
would be accepted, and if they mailed letters of 


acceptance on or before yesterday, the date of 
closing the entries, their names will be added to 
the list. Not more than 19 men will be permitted 
to start, as it is considered impracticable to con- 
duct a fair and enjoyable race with more than 
that number of skaters on the track. 

Of the men who participated in the last roller- 
skating contest in this city Boyst, Maddocks, 
O’ Melia, Walton, and Lyons have entered for 
the coming race. Boyst won the second prize 
before, covering more than 1,045 miles. His 
brother, Alfred Boyst, with a record of 129 miles 
in 11% hours, will compete with him this time. 
Kenneth A, Skinner, of Boston, who is said to be 
the fastest roller skater in the world, wiil also 
contest for the silver belt. Another competitor 
will be Charies A. Harrimann, thechampion dis- 
tance skater and pedestrian of the Pacific coast.
